ave you ever tried to get a 
a government document only 

to be stonewalled by a 
stonefaced bureaucrat? You're not 
alone. Secret meetings, backroom 
deals and privileged access to infor- 
mation have long been the mother’s 
milk of politics. In fact, the problem 
is so severe that the California 
Public Records Act has been cyni- 
cally referred to as a “paper tiger.” 


Or, have you ever gone to a local 
government meeting prepared to 
have your say, only to find that the 
decisions seem to have been made 
long before you ever got there? 
True, it’s illegal, but not unusual. 
The state’s Ralph M. Brown Open 
Meetings Act is supposed to keep 
local agency meetings open and 
public, but many officials have 
made a high-stakes game out of 
finding clever ways around the law. 
So what, if anything, can you do? 
If you don’t know your rights, very 
little. But help is available from a 
citizens’ advocacy organization 
created specifically to help secure 
our constitutionally mandated 
rights: the California First 
Amendment Coalition (CFAC). 


CFAC works to guide you — or 
anyone who asks — through the 
maze of secrecy that prevents your 
claiming those rights. An attorney 
on CFAC’s HotLine will walk you 
through the steps for requesting a 
public record or protesting actions 
taken in secret. The group’s track 
record in keeping the public’s busi- 
ness public — and some politicians 
reluctantly honest — is such that 
sometimes merely invoking CFAC’s 
name helps open the appropriate 
doors. To open those doors your- 
self, call (916) 974-8888, or e-mail 
to cfac@cfac.org. Your freedom may 
depend on it. 
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our rights to find out, show up and 
speak out. To maintain its freedom to 
criticize and oppose government 
secrecy, CFAC will not accept money 
from any government sources, rely- 
ing instead on memberships, grants 
and contributions. Among CFAC’s 
many useful publications is The 
California Journalist’s Legal Notebook, 
a handy reference packed with access 
information that helps non-journal- 
ists as well. 


This past year, CFAC has fought for 
open government on many fronts, 
including: 

+ Writing, sponsoring and getting 
passed a Sunshine Amendment 
measure that gives voters this 
November the Opportunity to add 
open government language to the 
state constitution. 

+ Filing a lawsuit to force a munici- 
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pally-owned and controlled water 
district to abide by the Ralph M. 
Brown Act. 

* Providing testimony in support of a 
Los Angeles Sunshine Ordinance. 

+ Working to change procedures of 
local agencies on a daily basis 
through education and sending “cure 
and correct” letters demanding that 
the agencies abide by open govern- 
ment laws.

Project Censored ignores 
alt-weeklies 

According to Project Censored, a report 
on the Bush administration’s penchant 
for secrecy, issued in 2004 by Rep. Henry 
Waxman, was one of the most under- 
covered stories of the year. Fair enough: 
The mainstream media did indeed give 
the Waxman report little coverage. 

But I was surprised to see from 
Camille T. Taiara’s story on Project Cen- 
sored’s findings (“Censored!,” 9/7/05] 
that the organization’s sole citation re- 
garding the Waxman report was a press 
release posted on Common Dreams. I 
wrote a long article on the report (in- 
cluding an interview with Waxman) for 
the Boston Phoenix at the time it was is- 
sued, as well as a follow-up several 
months later on how the White House 
has undermined the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act. Nor am I alone. Among oth- 
ers, Taiara herself has reported exten- 
sively on the Bush administrations at- 
tempts to suppress public information. 

Scan through Project Censored’s 
sources and you will see — with a few ex- 
ceptions — a plethora of tiny newsletters 
and obscure Web sites, which leads to the 
impression that the media simply aren't 
doing their job. In fact, a number of al- 
ternative weeklies have been covering 
these stories, and, if they're not as in- 
fluential as the Washington Post or NBC 
News, they are nevertheless well-read in 
their communities. 

Project Censored has a history of ig- 
noring the good work performed by alt- 
weeklies. It’s one of the reasons that its 
annual list is not taken as seriously as it 
ought to be.

tate here is more valuable than real estate near- 

ly any other place else in the country. Its value 
soars every year, appreciating by 10 to 30 percent a 
year since the late 1990s. As a result, the cost of an 
average single-family home is now over $800,000; 
a two-bedroom condo or tenancy-in-common 
(TIC) unit costs about $700,000. The rent tenants 
pay is affected as well: Over time (ignoring tem- 
porary bumps and dips in local economies), the sin- 
gle greatest predictor of how high rents will be is 
how valuable the underlying real estate is. Thus San 
Francisco has long been the most expensive city for 
renters in the United States. 

The extraordinary value of San Francisco’s real 
estate has resulted in rampant real estate specula- 
tion throughout the city. Specula- 
tion hurts both tenants and home Sandoval 
buyers. For tenants it means evic- 
tions and displacement from the 
city as speculators buy buildings, 
evict the tenants, and then sell off 
the units as TICs. For home buyers speculation ar- 
tificially drives up prices, making homes ever more 
unaffordable. 

Thanks in part to speculation, evictions hit a 
record high this year, and the price of homes con- 
tinued to soar beyond the means of most San Fran- 
ciscans. Meanwhile, real estate speculators have 
walked off with huge profits. 

San Francisco tenants might be thinking there’s 
little on the ballot affecting renters in this Novem- 
ber’s election. In fact, the race for San Francisco as- 
sessor can have a huge impact on tenants. Through 
timely and aggressive reassessment of speculative 
real estate purchases, the city assessor is in a posi- 
tion to reign in rampant speculation. 

For example, TIC conversions present an oppor- 
tunity for reassessment, but, as they are currently re- 
assessed, the sharply increased value of these condo- 
minium-type units is not fully captured. Aggressive 
reassessment of TICs would be a deterrent to con- 
versions and would also bring additional revenue 
for the city. The assessor should also be the city’s 
leading advocate for antispeculative measures. The

main indicator of speculative buying is the rapid 
turnover of the property. The assessor should be 
leading the charge for measures creating a higher 
tax rate for properties that turn over in short periods 
of time or for a higher tax rate for condominiums that 
are sold right after being converted (indicative that a 
speculator converted the unit for profit rather than 
buying it as a place to live). 

When tenants vote for assessor this year, we of 
course need to look at the candidates’ records and his- 
tories. Equally important, though, we need to realize 
that the assessor can develop policies and legislation 
to penalize the real estate speculation that results in 


- evictions, and we need to make sure our votes go to 


the candidate who understands that the assessor can 
lead the fight against real estate speculation.

Of the two candidates for assessor who are get- 
ting the most news-media attention, Phil Ting.and 
Gerardo Sandoval, it is Sandoval who best under- 
stands the role the assessor can play in San Fran- 
cisco’s heated real estate market, which is the main 
reason he received the endorsement of the San 
Francisco Tenants Union. (Ron Chun, a tax lawyer, 
is also running.) Sandoval has pledged not to take 
campaign donations from large landlords, real es- 
tate investors, or real estate companies. He has pro- 
posed ideas for an antispeculative tax rate for prop- 
erties that turn over within a short period and has 
endorsed the idea of a higher tax for condominiums 
that are sold immediately following their conver- 
sion. He’s also pledged to place the assessor and 
recorder database online (which would be of 
tremendous value to tenants researching their land- 
lords), and he will aggressively assess properties 
where real estate investors are making huge profits. 

I urge tenants to vote for Sandoval, *

was about the biggest thing going on in Califor- 

nia. Mass demonstrations routinely drew huge 
crowds. In October 1981, close to 2,000 people were 
arrested at the gates of Pacific Gas and Electric Co.'s 
Diablo Canyon nuclear power plant, in San Luis 
Obispo, and groups like the Abalone Alliance and 
Mothers for Peace helped block the plant from open- 
ing on time and forced years of delays. Then- 
governor Jerry Brown formally intervened in the 
federal hearings on licensing the plant. Movie stars, 
rock stars, religious leaders ... all sorts of celebrities 
put the antinuclear movement in the headlines. 

And ona very important level, it worked. Yes, Diablo 
got its license and eventually went into operation, 
and we're all still paying for it today in high electric bills 
and the risk of radioactive contamination along the 
central coast. But that was the last nuclear plant built 
in California, and for a long time it was easy to believe 
that there was no future in the state for this dangerous, 
astronomically expensive technology. 

» Think again. 

As Matthew Hirsch reports on page 16, the nu- 
clear industry, emboldened by a 2005 Bush initia- 
tive called NP (for nuclear power) 2010 that sets 
aside $1 billion for siting new nukes, has its eyes on 
building a new generation of plants all over the 
country. And while California still has laws limiting 
the construction of new plants, PG&E, which owns 
the Diablo Canyon nuke, is already taking the pre- 
liminary steps to relicense the plant for another 
20 years. That’s not just equivalent to building a new 
plant — it’s worse. 

Nuclear power plants were designed to last about 
30 years, and that’s how long the federal govern- 
ment licenses allow them to operate. But quietly, 
more than 100 utilities around the country have ap- 
plied for license renewals. In some cases they're ap- 
plying 10 years before the current license runs out. 

Diabio is licensed until 2025, but unless the state in- 
tervenes, PG&E could sneak through a license re- 
newal and have the plant certified to operate until 
2056. That's a truly frightening prospect. The parti- 
cles emitted by the reactor core batter the thick con-

crete and make it brittle. The parts wear out. The 
growing pile of deadly, radioactive nuclear waste sits 
in the equivalent of swimming pools on the reactor 
site, near a city of 50,000 people, because there’s no 
place else to put it — and if the government ever 
builds a long-term waste dump, that huge pile of 
poison will have to be shipped right through town. 

PG&E isn’t even sure exactly how to. refuel the 
plant (a necessity for another 30 years of opera- 
tion). The reactor core, which is about as radioactive 
as anything can be short of a nuclear bomb, is too big 
to fit out the door of the plant, so the current scenario 
involves cutting a big hole in the roof and lifting it out 
with a crane. Talk about a disaster waiting to happen. 

And let’s remember: This plant sits on an active 
earthquake fault. The Hosgri Fault has been rela- 
tively stable since the plant was built, but that won't 
last — and every day that this menace sits on the 
shoreline is another day that the odds of a cata- 
strophic event increase, involving long-term con- 
tamination of wide swaths of land and water. 

The antinuclear movement of the 1970s and 
80s largely disappeared as the threat of new plants 
waned (nobody has actually placed an order for a 
commercial nuclear power plant since 1973). But 
that’s going to change: The Bush administration has 
a goal of getting at least one new order by the end 
of this decade and 39 new plants over the next 25 
years — and PG&E has already started on a feasi- 
bility study for relicensing. 

Of course, San Francisco ratepayers have forked 
over vast sums of cash to pay for Diablo Canyon. 
And as long as PG&E has monopoly control over 
the local energy market, that’s going to continue. 
Which is another reason the city needs to move at 
full speed toward replacing PG&E with public 
power. (In Sacramento the public-power agency 
shut down its ill-considered nuke years ago, saving 
ratepayers millions.) 

Meanwhile, the state legislature needs to pass a 
bill barring any relicensing of existing California 
nukes. And San Francisco — along with every 
other city in the state — needs to join the battle 
immediately. “ 


The governor’s wimp-out 


ment from Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger's office 

that he plans to veto the same-sex marriage bill 
is that we all know Schwarzenegger has no person- 
al, moral, or political problems with gay and lesbian 
people getting married. He’s never been a social 
conservative. He almost certainly has queer friends, 
and they almost certainly have families. 

What’s happening here is the tough-guy, 
pumped-up, don’t-be-a-girlie-man governor is 
scared of the religious right. And that’s a very sad 
statement about the California Republican Party. 

That said, a couple of facts are still crucial here. 
One, the governor has not yet vetoed that bill; it isn’t 
even on his desk yet. So there’s still an intense lob- 
bying effort to get him to change his mind. 

“At the very least, before he does this, we want 
him to agree to meet with just one same-sex fami- 
ly that’s suffering every day because of a lack of 
equal rights,’ assembly member Mark Leno, who au- 
thored the bill, told us. 

The other thing to remember is that this is al- 
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ready a stunning victory. Ten years ago a bill like 
this would have had no chance at all in the state 
legislature. Part of the reason it passed this year was 
clearly the political skill and determination of 
Leno, who deserves tremendous credit for his 
work. But it’s also partially the passage of time, the 
fact that our society is moving slowly but in- 
evitably toward the day when same-sex marriage 
will be not only legal but utterly normal, com- 
monplace, and accepted almost everywhere. (The 
very fact that some opponents of same-sex mar- 
riage point to domestic partnership rights, which 
were a huge battle 20 years ago, as an alternative to 
marriage demonstrates that this movement has 
made immense progress.)

SF paramedics tell a firsthand story of individual 
action amid official neglect in New Orleans

Lorrie Beth Slonsky and Larry Bradshaw heard shots as 
they trudged up the incline to the Greater New Orleans 
Bridge, but the San Francisco paramedics had grown ac- 
customed to the sound of guns during the three days 
they'd been stuck in the flooded city. 

Suddenly the crowd ahead of them began to scatter, 
shouting that cops up ahead were shooting at them. 

Bradshaw, assuming there was some misunder- 
standing, held up his paramedic badge and made his 
way to the line of officers at the foot of the bridge. He 
explained that the hordes of people were just trying 
to evacuate and they'd heard that buses were waiting 
across the bridge, in the suburb of Gretna. 

The officers, their guns poised, told them that 
pedestrians weren't allowed across. In Slonsky and 
Bradshaw’s recollection, the police said “This is not 
New Orleans,” and “We’re not having any Super- 
domes down here.” As they retreated, the cops fired 
shots over their heads. 

This aspect of Bradshaw and Slonsky’s story has 
gotten some attention. An-account of their time in 
New Orleans, originally posted on a Bay Area social- 
ist listserv, was forwarded far and wide, and several 
news outlets followed up on their report, confirming 
that the bridge was closed to evacuees. 

But along with disregard and callousness from 
public officials, Bradshaw and Slonsky saw something 
that was rarely conveyed in news media reports that 
tended to focus on looting and violence: ordinary 
people doing their best to take care of one another 
under strange and frightening conditions. 


Slonsky and Bradshaw met in an Oakland ambulance 
almost 20 years ago and have worked as San Francis- 
co paramedics since 1994, although Slonsky recently 
retired. They went to New Orleans for a conference of 
emergency workers and were scheduled to leave 
Louisiana the afternoon of Aug. 28, more than a day 
before Katrina was supposed to strike land. But the air-

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port closed hours before their flight, 
and the area’s supply of rental cars had 
long been depleted. 

So the pair stocked up on food, water, 
bandages, and ointment, settled into the 
French Quarter’s Hotel Monteleone, and 
filled their bathtub to the brim. Those 
who could were leaving the hotel, Brad- 
shaw told us, “But also people were com- 
ing in. Locals, who lived in flood areas, 
were coming to stay at this hotel be- 
cause I think it’s the biggest structure in 
the French Quarter, and it’s survived 
numerous hurricanes.” The Mon- 
teleone’s manager told the hotel workers 
that if they were waiting out the storm, 
they should bring their families to stay in 
the hotel too, so everyone would be safe. 

Bradshaw and Slonsky were con- 
cerned enough that they wrote out their 
wills, but they said the storm itself was 
“unimpressive.” They woke up Monday f 
morning to a jovial atmosphere, or as 
Slonsky said, “People were being very | ~ 
“Kumbaya. ” 

But just hours later, they heard on the 
radio that the levees had broken, and 
before long they saw the floodwater ap- 
proaching. “You could look out and it 
just sort of looked like this shimmering 
sea,” Bradshaw described. 

For a few days, Slonsky said, “People were just try- 
ing to keep their wits and figure out what to do next.” 
At one point they walked to the convention center 
where their conference had been held, and it was already 
packed, stinky, and chaotic. 

“We wanted to see if we could volunteer to help,” 
Bradshaw explained. “But there was no official in the 
center.” 

At the Monteleone the skeletal staff was assembling 
meals out of whatever was left in the cupboards; one 
consisted solely of Fruit Loops and grits. Looters had 
descended on the Walgreen’s next door, clearing out all 
food and water. They didn’t participate in the looting, but 
Bradshaw says, “In hindsight, I wish I would have gone 
in and gotten the pharmaceuticals, We were continual- 
ly meeting people with high blood pressure, with heart 
conditions, diabetics. And no one had any medicine.” 
They saw looters come out of Foot Locker and Brooks 
Brothers and they “saw a barter economy develop: Peo- 
ple would trade a pair of shoes for some water or food,” 
he said. 

On Aug. 31 Slonsky and Bradshaw gathered their be- 
longings and joined 500 other people waiting for a fleet 
of buses that had been ordered by their hotels. They 
easily organized themselves into priority groups, so that 
the least healthy evacuees would get out first. But hours 
passed, and the buses never arrived. 

After one last night indoors, a couple of hundred 
stragglers decided to band together and find their way to 
safety. They roamed the streets, approaching police of- 
ficers and National Guard troops for help. But rather than 
offering any useful advice, Slonsky and Bradshaw say, 
most of the officers were snide, muttering that they 
should have gotten out before the storm. 

Finally a police commander told them that all they had 
to do was follow the freeway to the Greater New Orleans 
Bridge and cross the river into Gretna, where buses 
would be waiting. They set off gleefully, gathering some 
people from the convention center on their way, but 
every one of them was turned away at the bridge. 
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Witnesses chaos: Larry Bradshaw and Lorrie Beth Slonsky are back 
in San Francisco but still reeling from their time in New Orleans. 


(Gretna police chief Arthur Lawson told us, “Yes, we 


, did secure the bridge. It was a joint decision of three law 


enforcement agencies.” He told us that Gretna was fac- 
ing a possible levee breach of its own and lacked sup- 
plies for the evacuees. Lawson also said that “as our 
business gets back to normal” his department will in- 
vestigate whether the police fired at the crowd.) 

After they were turned away, Slonsky and Brad- 
shaw joined a couple of dozen people to build a small 
camp on a freeway median shaded by an overpass. It 
lacked most of the comforts of their colorful, rented 
bungalow in Bernal Heights, but for several hours, the 
median felt a lot like home. Some of the youngest 
evacuees constructed an impromptu bathroom stall 
around a storm drain. Someone drove up in a water 
delivery truck and dropped off large jugs of the pre- 
cious commodity. By another odd stroke of luck, 
dozens of Meals Ready to Eat had fallen out of a 
military vehicle as it flew by. They established a sys- 
tem for divvying up the food: coffee for adults, candy 
for kids, applesauce for babies. 

“Once people had food and water, they got cre- 
ative and got.clean,” Slonsky said. “We had shelter, 
food, water, and good community.” 

Their camp grew to 80 or so people. But at night- 
fall, they said, a cop drove up and shouted at them to 
disperse. Frightened by his drawn shotgun, they 
abandoned the median, and as they did, the cop 
loaded the food and water they had left behind into 
his squad car. 

Bradshaw, Slonsky, and six others took shelter in an 
empty school bus for the night. Using precarious cell 
phone connections, they contacted fellow paramedics 
in the Bay Area who were able to get them picked up by 
helicopter the next day. What do they think would have 
happened if they hadn't had any connections within 
the emergency-services world? “We'd still be there,” 
Slonsky said. Bradshaw agreed: “I have no doubt.”

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Talk to city government insiders these days, and-you'll hear some 
pretty scary stuff. Numerous knowledgeable sources we interviewed 
told us San Francisco really isn’t prepared for a Katrina-level catas- 
trophe, despite the hundreds of millions we spend annually on emer- 
gency services and the looming specter of another major earthquake. 
They have an abundance of worries, from the city’s shortage of hos- 
pital beds and ambulances to its lack of comprehensive disaster blue- 
prints to our decaying, century-old firefighting system. 

Glenn Ortiz-Schuldt is assistant deputy chief for emergency med- 
ical services at the San Francisco Fire Department. A primary concern 
of his'is whether the fire department has the “surge capacity” to 
scoop up all the casualties of a high-magnitude earthquake, fire, 
tsunami, or terror attack. 

“A major surge like, for example, the Glendale train accident” — 
which killed 11 and wounded more than 100 near Los Angeles ear- 
lier this year — “would present a problem,” he says. “The first prob- 
lerivis, we don’t really have the vehicles. We don’t have a bunch of ad- 
ditional ambulances we can put on the street.” The Fire Department, 
which employs some 350 paramedics and 1,200 EMTs, is the primary 
source of ambulance service in the city, running 26 ambulances on 
a day-to-day basis. é 

Ortiz-Schuldt is also worried by the city’s paucity of emergency 
room beds. In the past decade, as the economics of the health care 
industry have changed, hospital chains have increasingly sought to 
slash costs by closing costly trauma centers, funneling ambulances 
to a handful of facilities around the Bay Area. Financially, it makes 
perfect short-term sense, but Ortiz-Schuldt sees huge problems in 
the offing. 

“The hospitals are completely unprepared for a surge,” he says, not- 
ing UCSF’s Mt. Zion and Children’s hospitals have both shuttered their 
emergency rooms in recent years. “Even if we commandeered a school 
bus or a Muni bus, we wouldn’t have anywhere to take people.” 

A third concern is the lack of detailed disaster planning coming out 
of the San Francisco Office of Emergency Services and Homeland Se- 
curity, which, in the post-9/11 environment, is supposed to spearhead 
the city’s response to terrorism and natural disasters. According to 
Ortiz-Schuldt, the agency hasn’t devised “clear or specific” plans for 
dealing with attacks by biological, chemical, nuclear, or convention- 
al explosive weapons. 

The relatively new agency is headed by Annemarie Conroy, who was 
moved into the spot last year by Mayor Gavin Newsom as part of a po- 
litical power play that landed Sean Elsbernd on the Board of Super- 
visors; Conroy had previously overseen the goings-on at Treasure 
Island and served as a supe. In the view of Ortiz-Schuldt, the agency 
“Ys still trying to figure out what they’re supposed to do. That’s the 
nicest way I can put it.” 

In response to multiple requests for internal documents made 
under the Sunshine Ordinance, the office released paperwork reveal- 
ing it hasn’t updated or completed seven key strategy papers, includ- 
ing its plans for handling earthquakes and evacuating the populace.

To be fair, Conroy’s crew has drawn up 22 plans that cover oil spills, 
tsunamis, floods, anda lot of other nastiness. 

Conroy was out of town, and her spokesperson, Laura Adelman, had 
no comment for this story. 

While Ortiz-Schuldt is critical of the city’s disaster czar, some Fire 
Department grunts have their own critique. In addition to its 26 reg- 
ular ambulances, the Fire Department has 12 backup vehicles on 
standby, to be used if an ambulance craps out, or in the event of a 
major calamity. 

But multiple sources at the Fire Department told us the backup am- 
bulances aren't fully stocked with medical supplies and life-saving 
equipment, and they worry we'll be screwed when the Big One hits. 

“The city should have these rigs stocked and ready to go,” says 
one insider, who asked to remain anonymous. “We don’t even have 
enough gurneys right now.’ These sources say it could take “two to four

hours” to get the unstocked ambulances on the road. 

Both Ortiz-Schuldt and Fire Department spokesperson Pete Howes 
downplayed the concerns. “I think it could happen faster than that,” 
Howes says, adding that the department has a “whole warehouse full 
of supplies” and could quickly load that stuff onto the vehicles. 

The San Francisco Department of Public Health oversees ambulance 
service in the city; its agreement with the Fire Department doesn’t re- 
quire the department to maintain a specific number of vehicles or keep 
its backups fully stocked. 

Martha Hawthorne, a public health nurse at the Castro-Mission 
Health Center and a designated “first responder” in the event of a dis- 
aster, has her own set of worries. “I’m a first responder, and I don’t 
know what the plan is,” Hawthorne gripes. “As far as I know, the 
plan is for me to turn-on my radio and listen for instructions.” 

Hawthorne says the last time nurses like herself actually engaged 
in disaster drills was prior to New Year’s Eve 2000, when city officials 
drew up contingency plans to deal with the feared Y2K computer 
meltdown. In an era when wackos are flying commercial airliners into 
skyscrapers, that would seem to be just a tad slack — and it should 
be noted that other key personnel, like firefighters and paramedics, 
have done drills. 

She also says many folks on the “A list,” the team of people who'll 
descend immediately on any disaster scene, live outside the city or have 
young children. “I don’t think it’s realistic to have them on the A 
list,” she says, noting that people with toddlers or infants may be un- 
able to leave them, and those dwelling beyond the city limits may have 
trouble simply getting onto the peninsula. 

One positive note in all this comes from the San Francisco Public 
Utilities Commission, the people responsible for the water and power 
infrastructures. In 2003 the Civil Grand Jury dogged the agency, say- 
ing it had no plan for distributing drinking water if the city’s water lines 
were snapped in a disaster. Earlier this year the PUC unveiled a com- 
mon-sense scheme for handling such a crisis and started purchasing 
water trucks and stockpiling thousands of gallons of bottled water. 

“We wouldn't be in a situation like you’ve seen in New Orleans,” 
PUC communications director Tony Winnicker says. “We still have 
more to do, but we do have a plan.” 

There is, however, one serious and lingering issue when it comes to 
water: the city’s archaic and decaying auxiliary water system, a web of 
pipes put in place after the earthquake-induced fires of 1906. The sys- 
tem is designed to provide water should the city’s regular water in- 
frastructure collapse, as happened both in ’06 and during the 1989 
Loma Prieta quake. There’s widespread agreement among city officials 
that the system is in need of a major overhaul. Yet so far there hasn’t 
been the political will to do it. 

‘A lot of those pipes have never been changed,” notes Ortiz-Schuldt, 
who's pushing for top-to-bottom renovation. “There are parts of the 
system that have never been touched.”

ast month in Sacramento, 

on one of those sweltering 

summer days when polliti- 

cians sweat giant armpit 

stains in their shirts and 
still don’t loosen their neckties, the Cal- 
ifornia Energy Commission was talking 
nuclear power. 

In a marathon hearing the commis- 
sioners peppered a clutch of nuclear 
experts with a wide range of questions. 
They asked about spent nuclear fuel, 
which has been accumulating for 20 
years on the California coast and will 
most likely stay there for decades to 

_ come. They asked about the threats of 
terrorism and natural disasters at Cali- 
fornia’s commercial nuclear power 
plants on the central coast and in San 
Diego County. 

And they asked about next-genera- 
tion nuclear technology — in other 
words, new plants. 

That’s right: There is a serious dis- 
cussion going on at high levels of state 
government about the prospect that 
nuclear power — that dinosaur of a 
dangerous technology — might actually 
be making a comeback. 

And it’s more than just talk. The Bush 
administration’s 2005 energy bill in- 
cludes funding for a $1 billion project to 
promote new nuclear power plants. 
This initiative, known as NP (for “nu- 
clear power”) 2010, aims to have at least 
one new plant up and running by the 
end of the decade. 

Rebecca Smith-Kevern, a Depart- 
ment of Energy (DOE) associate direc- 
tor who's working on NP 2010, told the 


commissioners that the nation needs 
to build some 39 new plants in the next 
25 years to keep nuclear power at 20 
percent of America’s electricity, the level 
it is today. 

“We are very hopeful that there is 
going to be an order for a new plant 
very soon,” she said. 

Californians haven't worried about 
new nukes for a generation. That’s be- 
cause a 1976 state law effectively banned 
new nuclear power plant construction 
until the federal government figures 
out a way to permanently dispose of 
the radioactive waste. 

But there’s a catch: Nothing in the 
law says existing nuclear plants can’t 
renew their licenses for another 20 years. 
And already Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co., which operates the Diablo Canyon 
plant, is taking the preliminary steps 
to relicense the plant, which is sup- 
posed to shut down forever beginning 
in 2021. There’s plenty of precedent: 
32 of the nation’s 109 nuclear plants 
have recently won license extensions. 

Letting a decrepit, gamma ray-rid- 
dled nuclear plant keep humming well 
beyond its intended life span is a scary 
thought — even scarier than the 
prospect of allowing a new one. 

State Assembly member Sam 
Blakeslee, who represents San Luis 
Obispo and serves on the Utilities and 
Commerce Committee, put it simply. 
This, he told the Bay Guardian, “will 
possibly be one of the most significant 
and risky infrastructure decisions we 
make in our lifetime.”

uclear reactors face the highest risk for catastrophe when they are new, and again at the end of their expected lifetime, when 
they begin wearing out, the Union of Concerned Scientists says. 
Most of today’s aging reactors are crossing into the geriatric phase. If they were people, they'd be getting tested for glau- 


coma and osteoporosis. But instead, many reactors that were designed to last 40 years are being given license renewals to run for an- 


other 20 or more. 

What conditions are these nuclear reactors likely to face in the coming years? What procedures keep them running once the parts . 
begin to fail? 

We asked Dave Lochbaum, a nuclear safety scientist with the UCS. Last year Lochbaum penned a report titled “U.S. Nuclear Plants in 
the 21st Century: The Risk of a Lifetime.” 

He explained how neutron particles expelied from the reactor core collide with the steel and concrete that holda nek reactor together. 
When a neutron passes through steel and concrete, it alters the structure the same way it would if shot through the body of a human being. 
Over time this process weakens these materials, causing them to become brittle and frail. 

This becomes problematic when something (like a broken pipe) causes the reactor to overheat and the reactor cooling system puts 40- 
degree water in contact with metal that’s been cooking at 500-degree temperatures or higher. 

“Early in life that stress is no problem,” Lochbaum told us. “As it becomes more and more embritiled, you get to the point where the 
metal can crack, kind of like hot glass under a cold running tap.” 

A reactor vessel in such disrepair can be fixed through a process called thermal annealing, or it can be replaced. Lochbaum said nei-» 
ther has actually been tried on a commercial reactor in the United States. ; 

But here’s how it would work: 

To repair a reactor vessel using thermal annealing, workers would string electrical cables around the giant reactor vessel and pump it 
with high-voltage current until it gets hotter than during nuclear fission. They'd keep the current running for about a week, which, in the- 


ory, would restore the metal to its pre-irradiated toughness. 


Thermal annealing has been tried before in Germany and Japan, but Lochbaum said there were major problems. For starters, it's super- 
expensive: It takes a tremendous amount of energy to heat a reactor vessel (and with California's creaky electric-power grid, it's not even 
clear that there would be enough left to power houses and businesses). Another hitch: if the vessel doesn’t get hot enough and doesn’t 
stay hot long enough, the process doesn’t work. 

Replacing a nuclear vessel might be even nuttier. A nuclear vessel is too big to fit through the door of a power plant like Diablo Canyon, 
$0 workers would have to cut a chunk out of the building's concrete wall and lift it out with cranes. First, though, they would wrap the ves- 
sel with blue, nuclear-grade shrink-wrap (made of the same material we use to wrap old cheese, only thicker, treated, and more expen- 
sive), which is supposed to keep radioisotopes from escaping while the thing is in transit. Then they'd bury it — someplace where it wouldn't 
come into contact with any living creature for many, many thousands of years. So far, nobody knows where that place might be.

Station in San Diego County and at 
Diablo Canyon. 

You can easily view San Onofre while 
driving down the Pacific Coast High- 
way, about five miles south of San 
Clemente. But since 9/11 you're not al- 
lowed within sight of Diablo Canyon, 
which is nestled in the coastal hills fac- 
ing the ocean. The best you can do now 
is visit the PG&E Information Center, 
tucked just off the freeway as you're 
heading west toward Avila Beach, where 
power plant employees report to work. 

The information center, a diminu- 
tive structure that’s dwarfed by rows of 
empty parking spots out front, feels 
about as inviting as a public health clin- 
ic. Assorted stacks of brochures line the 
wall to the left, some labeled “Radia- 
tion” and “Emergency Information for 
San Luis Obispo Residents and Visi- 
tors.” Others invite you to tour the cen- 
tral coast wineries and hike the Pecho 
Coast Trail. 

For those who've come to learn about 
the power plant, there’s a modest two- 
room exhibit scattered with fun facts 
about how a nuclear reactor works. Set 
off behind the reception desk, there’s a 
children’s room stocked with nuclear- 
themed picture books and a few hand- 
held appliances like the frisker, which is 
used for detecting radiation. 

PG&E staffers use these devices to 
demonstrate radiation safety — to 
show, for example, that background ra- 
diation exists naturally all around and 
that you can block out higher-level ra- 
diation with a thick slab of lead. Boy 
Scouts come to the center to absorb 
this sort of data and earn an atomic 
energy merit badge. 

The images displayed at the infor- 
mation center are carefully selected to 
downplay the dangers of nuclear power. 
Instead of dwelling on what could cause 
a meltdown, they steer the mind to- 
ward a pristine vision of the future, ong 
that’s safe and prosperous and fueled by 
nuclear technology. 


This was the utopian vision inspired 
by the ’50s-era Atoms for Peace pro- 
gram, this country’s attempt to refash- 
ion into a humanitarian device the nu- 
clear war machine that devastated Hi- 
roshima and Nagasaki. 

But the prospect of safe, clean, and 
cheap energy never quite came to pass. 
A 1957 fire at the Windscale plutonium 
production reactor in England sprin- 
kled radioactive iodine across Great 
Britain and northern Europe. A 1979 
accident at Three Mile Island in Penn- 
sylvania came close to causing a melt- 
down that would have rendered a huge 
area of the state uninhabitable — and 
seven years later, that exact scenario 
came to pass at the Soviet Chernobyl 
nuclear reactor. 

Listening to the new discussion of 
nuclear power, it’s as if this history 
never happened. 

The costs of nuclear energy soared 
too: By the time Diablo Canyon start- 
ed generating power, it had cost 
PG&E's ratepayers some $5.5 billion 
— more than 10 times the original 
projected cost. 

Meanwhile, the environmental im- 
pact continues to haunt the industry. 
Diablo Canyon sucks 2.5 billion gal- 
lons of ocean water through its maw 
every day (the equivalent of six Olympic 
swimming pools every minute). Big 
piles of deadly waste still sit on the site; 
the stuff will be radioactive for thou- 
sands of years, and there’s no place to 
put it.

Before the California Energy Commis- 
sion got to talking last month about the 
state’s own power plants and its nuclear 
future, the commission asked its experts 
for the inside scoop on Yucca Moun- 
tain. That’s the southern Nevada spot 
where the feds want to bury 70,000 met- 
ric tons of high-level radioactive waste. 
The Yucca Mountain project has cru- 
cial implications for nuclear power in 


California. Until that site opens and be- 
gins receiving spent nuclear fuel, most 
of the operating and decommissioned 
power plants nationwide (including the 
four spread out across California) will 
continue to function as mini nuclear 
waste repositories. 

What's more, Yucca Mountain stands 
as the main obstacle to nuclear devel- 
opment in California. Unless the legis- 
lature overturns the 1976 nuclear safe- 
ty laws, no plants will be built in the 
state until a federal waste depository is 
up and running. 

Through our monthly utility bills, 
Californians have already chipped in 
more than $1 billion for the national 
nuclear dump. But it’s looking more 
and more like it won't be located at 
Yucca Mountain. 

The facility definitely won’t open on 
schedule: The DOE had said it would 
begin receiving waste seven years ago. 
The agency now says 2012 — maybe. 
Some Energy Commission experts say 
dream on. 

Bill Loux, head of nuclear projects 
for the state of Nevada said, “We be- 
lieve the Yucca Mountain project is in 
an advanced state of disintegration, and 
it has a number of obstacles to over- 
come before it can actually go forward, 
some of which we believe are com- 
pletely unresolvable for the most part.” 

But that hasn’t stopped the nuclear 
industry and its allies from moving for- 
ward. 

Smith-Kevern, the DOE staffer, says 
the government is bullish on nuclear 
plants. NP 2010, the administration’s 
plan, will “explore sites for new nuclear 
power plants and demonstrate key 
untested regulatory processes, specifi- 
cally the early site permit process, which 
is aimed at identifying and resolving 
site safety issues, environmental issues, 
and emergency issues,” she testified at 
the hearing. 

The billion-dollar initiative, funded 
half by the federal government and half 


by industry, has already identified sites 
for development in Virginia and Al- 
abama, and a third either in Maryland 
or upstate New York. 

“In the United States it would be 
necessary to build approximately 39 
new nuclear power plants over the 
next 25 years,” Smith-Kevern told the 
Energy Commission. “This would be 
just to maintain the current fraction 
of 20 percent that nuclear power is 
generating of our overall electricity- 
generation capacity.” 

The federal energy bill Bush signed 
Aug. 8 ought to help the industry along 
with this. The legislation, called “a mis- 
erable failure” by the consumer group 
Public Citizen, extends one type of pro- 
duction tax credit to nuclear power that 
has traditionally been reserved for re- 
newables. It also covers up to 80 percent 
of the cost of a nuclear reactor if a util- 
ity defaults on a loan, which is intend- 
ed to lower interest rates as an incentive 
for Wall Street to invest in nuclear 
power. 

It also reauthorizes the Price-An- 
derson Act, an insurance scheme that 
limits the liability of nuclear plant own- 
ers. When the Price-Anderson Act first 
became law, in 1957, the risk of a nu- 
clear accident was too high for any in- 
surance company so the feds agreed to 
have taxpayers assume the risk instead. 
Over time that has created a disincen- 
tive for utilities to invest in their own 
equipment. 

On: Sept. 1 the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission announced it would re- 
organize its staff to prepare for an up- 
surge in nuclear reactor license appli- 
cations. The NRC also said it’s beefing 
up recruiting in an effort to hire 350 
new employees who will see to it that 
these new reactors get the attention 
they deserve. 


NUCLEAR RELAPSE 
Although some might find the nature of 
the discussions alarming, Rochelle 


Becker is glad that people are talking 
about nuclear power again. A longtime 
leader of San Luis Obispo Mothers for 
Peace, and more recently the Alliance 
for Nuclear Responsibility, Becker is 
trying to use this opportunity to final- 
ly close California’s last two operating 
nuclear power plants. 

San Onofre and Diablo Canyon both 
have more than 15 years left on their 
original 40-year licenses. But each plant 
faces major equipment upgrades in the 
next few years — and both are free to 
file for a license extension well before 
the original expires. 

PG&E hasn't formally asked for an 
extension yet — but the process is 
under way. It has also commissioned a 
feasibility study to look at extending 
Diablo Canyon’s life span. The compa- 
ny has joined a nationwide group of 
six nuclear plant operators that togeth- 
er notified the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission of their intent to pursue li- 
cense renewal, and executives are talk- 
ing about the next steps. 

“We're trying to look around the 
curve and plan for the future, and I 
think that’s the responsible thing to do,” 
Jeff Lewis, news manager for the Diablo 
Canyon plant, told us. “It’s prudent to 
make sure you have a base-load supply 
of energy that provides 20 percent of the 
energy that we use.” 

Becker hopes the antinuclear move- 
ment, which may be invigorated by 
all this new talk, can organize to stop 
that — before something disastrous 
happens. 

“Earthquakes and terrorists don’t 
give you 13 hours’ notice,” Becker told 
us, referring to the amount of time the 
Waterford nuclear plant, near New Or- 
leans, had to shut down before Hurri- 
cane Katrina hit. 

It’s weird to place San Luis Obispo in 
the same thought as New Orleans and 
New York. There’s ample parking in the 
heart of this city of about 50,000, not

BACKGROUND OF CASE

under the stage names “Grace,” “Kili” and “Debra.” The Plaintiffs sued Defendants SOLID - 
GOLD, INC., TOP SHELF ENTERTAINMENT, INC., and GOLD CLUB — SE, LLC. At the 
Plaintiffs’ request, the Court authorized this lawsuit to proceed as a class action and appointed 
the Plaintiffs to act as the Class Representatives on behalf of all dancers who worked at the 
Gold Club from May 24, 2000 unfil February 18, 2004. This group of dancers is known as 
the Class or the Class Plaintiffs. The Court also appointed the attorneys listed below as Class 
counsel to provide legal representation to each Class member. 

The Class alleges that Defendants violated California law by treating Class members as 
independent contractors, when those persons were in fact employees of one or more of the 
Defendants. Defendants deny the Class’ allegations and assert that Class members were prop- 
erly treated as independent contractors, not employees. The Court has not yet ruled whether 
Class members were independent contractors or employees. 

If the Class is successful in this action, all of the persons who are members of the Class 
may be entitled to receive a monetary recovery. 

DEFINITION OF CLASS 

On June 8, 2005, the Court entered an order certifying the Class, which is defined as fol- 
lows: 

All entertainers who performed at the Gold Club at 650 Howard Street in San Francisco from 
May 24, 2000 through February 18, 2004. 
TRIAL DATE 

This class action is currently set for trial on October 11, 2005 in the California Superior 
Court for the County of San Francisco. 

AUTOMATIC INCLUSION IN CLASS; RIGHT TO OPT-OUT OF CLASS 

If you are a member of the class — that is, if you were a dancer at the Gold Club at any 
time between May 4, 2000 and February 18, 2004 - you have the following options: 

A. You will be automatically included in the Class unless you elect to exclude yourself 
from the class by September 24, 2005S. 

B. You may exclude yourself from the Class by giving Class counsel notice as set forth 
below. 

You have the choice of remaining in the Class or being excluded from the Class. The 
choice has certain legal consequences, and you are advised to discuss your decision with an 
attorney. Class.counsel will not contact you during the period that you may opt-out of the 
Class, from August 25, 2005 until September 24, 2005, although you may contact Class coun- 
sel should you wish. Defense counsel is not permitted to contact you during the opt-out peri- 
od or at any time if you remain in the Class, because the Class was certified. 

IF YOU CURRENTLY DANCE AT THE GOLD CLUB, YOUR DECISION TO BE 
INCLUDED IN THE CLASS WILL NOT AFFECT YOUR ABILITY TO CONTINUE 
TO DANCE AT THE CLUB 


If you elect to be included in the Class: 

1. You will be represented by the existing Class Representatives, who are identified as 
the named Plaintiffs above under their stage names, and by the attorneys appointed as counsel 
for the Class, who are identified below. You will be entitled to contact Class counsel regard- 
ing this litigation. After the opt-out period, Class counsel may also contact you to advise you 
regarding this litigation. Defendants and their attorneys are not permitted to contact you 
about this action. 

2. You will receive notice of any proposed settlement or dismissal of Class claims, or any 
judgment entered in this action. 

3. You will waive any right you may have to separately sue SOLID GOLD, INC., TOP 
SHELF ENTERTAINMENT, INC., and/or GOLD CLUB — SF, LLC. on any of the claims 
asserted in this class action and, instead, agree that your claims will proceed in the Superior 
Court for the County San Francisco as part of this class action.

that you need a car if you don’t mind 
riding the bike lanes. Residents here 
certainly don’t seem preoccupied with 
thoughts of death and destruction. 

The city is closer politically to San 
Diego than to San Francisco, yet in the 
run-up to the Iraq war'it consistently 
turned out more protesters than larger 
cities to the south. Perhaps that’s part of 
the activist residue left over from the 
early ’80s, when San kuis Obispo be- 
came a focal point for the antinuclear 
movement. 

Diablo Canyon in the 1980s was.a 
national buzzword, a political symbol of 
how reckless and irresponsible the nu- 
clear industry and its regulators could 
be. After all, the site for the plant was 
right on the Hosgri fault. 

Sandra Silver, an early leader of 
Mothers for Peace, told us that a lot of 
early opponents believed the govern- 


to give Diablo Canyon and San Onofre 
20-year license extensions, legislators 
have to move quickly. “Once [the util- 
ities] file, the state has no jurisdic- 
tion,” she said. 

But it looks like the government is in 
no rush to get involved. 

“Right now it’s not clear what the 
state’s role in that consideration would 
be,” state energy commissioner John 
Geesman told us. 

When asked if California should 
allow license extensions for Diablo 
Canyon and San Onofre in spite of the 
state’s moratorium on nuclear power 
plant construction, Geesman said it’s 
the NRC’s decision to make. But he 
agreed the state legislature should give 
it some attention too. 

Assemblymember Blakeslee, who 
holds a PhD in geophysics, said he’s dis- 
inclined to let the NRC make the decision 
itself: “ve seen how our understanding 
of seismic vulnerability has evolved over 
time, and I’ve seen how the NRC has

ment would never allow a nuke on an 
earthquake fault. “[PG&E] became the 
butt of jokes,” Silver said. “People would 
say, If you want to know where there’s 
an earthquake fault, have PG&E con- 
struct a nuclear power plant.’” 

But the giant utility used its consid- 
erable political clout to overcome that 
obstacle, and in 1985 the company got 
the green light to fire up the reactors. 
Silver and her husband put their house 
on the market and moved upwind to 
Santa Cruz. For those who stayed be- 
hind, the only way to close the nuclear 
plant was to challenge PG&E in front of 
state and federal regulators and, as a 
last resort, in the courts. 

So that’s what Becker and her group 
have done, boning up on the esoteric 
rules governing nuclear power plants 
along the way. 

The state, Becker says, has only three 
areas of jurisdiction over nuclear 
plants: reliability, economic risk, and 
cost. Everything else is controlled by 
the NRC. 

That means if the state government 
wants to have any say.on the decision 


been slow to appreciate that evolution.” 

To Becker and the Alliance for Nu- 
clear Responsibility, the fight against 
Diablo Canyon isn’t just about San Luis 
Obispo. It’s about common sense. If 
the state won't let anyone build a new 
plant until the waste issue is resolved, 
why is it OK to let an existing plant 
keep running longer — and keep gen- 
erating waste? 

“It’s just logical to say you don’t get to 
relicense the plants either,’ Becker said. 

Meanwhile, Becker said her group’s 
opposition to Diablo Canyon is not just 
about getting some radioactive junk 
out of the neighbors’ collective back- 
yard. She told the Energy Commission 
that, until there’s somewhere safe to 
send the waste.and until there’s a trans- 
portation plan for nuclear matter that’s 
proven safe, the group wants it to stay 
put in San Luis Obispo. 

“Who do I not like enough to send 
this waste to?” she asked. “Whose children 
are not as special as our children?”

Hats off 


As downtown Oakland transitions, 
specialty hat shops uphold tradition.

t was a quiet Saturday afternoon on. 
Broadway in Oakland, near the 19th 
Street BART station, and the office 
dwellers were long gone, enjoying 
their weekend away. Mayor Jerry 
Brown's 10K Initiative to foster the build- 
ing of 10,000 new residential units in 
downtown Oakland, essentially dou- 
bling the number of residents in the 
area, came with promises of revitaliza- 
tion. But the streets are still predomi- 
nantly empty, the buildings tall and 
bland. I was about to give the neighbor- 
hood a “needs improvement” grade 
when I discovered a hidden gem: hats. 

Within two blocks there are four stores 
that offer specialty hats: the Hat Library 
(1946 Broadway. 510-465-6523, www 
-thehatlibrary.com), the Hat Guys (1764 
Broadway. 510-834-6868, www.hatguys 
.com), J. Malnick (1901 Broadway. 510- 
808-0308, www.jmalnick.com), and 
Rocsil’s Footwear and Accessories (1701 
Telegraph. 510-832-1373). 

These shops, which typically serve 
Oakland’s African American Baptist 
community, sell hats for all occasions, 
ranging in price from $20 to $500. They 
maintain a vital cultural tradition in this 
small but growing community of di- 
verse shopkeepers. Places where you can 
get your hair braided and gold plate your 
teeth operate in the same vicinity as the 
hip art deco bar Café Van Kleef (1621 
Telegraph. 510-763-7711, www.cafevan- 
kleef.com) and the upscale hip-hop and 
reggae nightclub @seventeenth (510 
17th St. 510-433-0577). And Fox 
Theatres will soon open nearby. 

While the streets may not be crammed 
with coffee shops and art galleries just 
yet, the quality hat shops and new bars 
reveal a collective optimism: Downtown 
Oakland is about to bloom. 

Some, however, may think it’s about 
to be trampled by yuppies. The Up- 
town Housing Project, which is one of

Whatever the per- 
ceptions of Brown’s plan, downtown 
Oakland’s hat purveyors welcome 
change. The pioneers of Oakland’s hat 
shops, the Hat Guys, have been at their 
Broadway and 17th Street location since 
1988 and have the largest selection of 
hats — which includes collapsible top 
hats, leather caps, cowboy hats, and Kan- 
gols — on the West Coast. In the past, the 
Hat Guys were predominantly a desti- 
nation stop, with their mostly male pa- 
trons coming in to the neighborhood 
specifically to look for hats. Ken Orange, 
son of owner Corrie Orange, says, “The 
neighborhood is changing for the better. 
It used to be a ghost town.” With 1,600 
units now available, a clientele of neigh- 
borhood residents might develop. 

Perhaps with hopes that the increase 
in residents will bode well for sales, other 
hat stores have moved into the neigh- 
borhood. With true community spirit, 
the Hat Guys refer customers to these 
neighborhood newcomers, like the Hat 
Library, famed for its flamboyant one-of- 
kind hats for women. 

The Hat Library’s owner, May L. 
Henderson, decided to move her store 
downtown in January because she 
wanted to be surrounded by other spe- 
cialty hat shops. 

Her museumlike shop offers collec-

tors’ hats with delicate beads and feath- 
ers to wear on Sunday morning, and 
everyday hats for going to the market. 

“I come from a long line of hat wear- 
ers,’ says the proud owner, who has a 
personal collection of 200 hats, which she 
displays in an adjoining room. “My 
grandma would not leave the house 
without a hat on her head.” 

Henderson admits that it’s been slow 
since she opened, but she believes the 
city’s residential initiative will bring 
in more business. Change might take 
time, as many condo projects aren't 
scheduled for completion for another 
three years. 

Warren Malinick of J. Malnick, a 
women’s clothing store across the street, 
agrees with Henderson’s optimism. 

Established in 1918 and open for busi- 
ness downtown since spring 2004, J. Mal- 
nick also shares a similar interest in 
millinery attire for the churchgoing 
African American community and often 
puts on fashion shows at places like the 
Allen Temple (www.allen-temple.org). 

“T’ve been through many of these 
transitions,” Malnick says, “and it’s on 
the way up.” He has noticed that not 
only have sales of his church attire re- 
mained strong, but also demand for 
sportswear and accessories has increased, 
which he attributes to his new demo- 
graphic of women shoppers. 

While the changes seem to appeal to 
most of the neighborhood business own- 
ers, Fred Brown, owner of Rocsil’s 
Footwear and Accessories, remains skep- 
tical about promised improvements. He 
has been in the building for 50 years and 
understands that changes in the past 
have not always worked. 

At the same time, he sees potential in 
the area. “Downtown Oakland is the 
heart of the Bay. I love the weather; | 
love the diversity. We have excellent 
transportation, freeways, BART, and 
buses.” 

And, let us not forget, hats. +

Fanactivism 


was surrounded by science fiction fans. You could tell by the way they talked 

with a sort of theatrical gravity about obscure topics, their references to 

chemical compounds and Ken MacLeod novels equally precise. A few were 

dressed as characters from Joss Whedon’s cult-fave TV show Firefly, but 

most were in jeans and T-shirts. Some were even celebs, or at least connect- 
ed to celebs: I glimpsed members of the experimental laptop band Sagan and 
chatted briefly with fantasy author Peter S. Beagle’s business manager. 

No, it wasn’t real life — not really. I was at the San Francisco press screening 
for Serenity, the long-awaited Firefly movie spin-off, where nearly 200 fans had 
been granted entry alongside the usual handful of curmudgeonly movie 
reviewers with their light-up pens and notepads. The event had been adver- 
tised just days before on e-mail lists for two local Firefly fan groups. Known as 
Browncoats, these fans had cut out of work early and spent hours in line just 
for a chance to see their favorite characters light up the screen a few weeks 
before the movie’s release.

cue campaign called “Firefly: Immediate Assistance,” which was aimed at con- 
vincing another network to pick it up midseason. Many believe these grass- 
roots fanactivism efforts were what convinced Universal to let writer-director 
Whedon make Serenity, despite the fact that the show it’s based on was can- 
celed after 11 episodes. 

What is it about Firefly that inspires people to become fanactivists? Few TV 
shows generate such intense feelings. After all, only Comic Book Guy from The 
Simpsons petitioned to bring back Herman’s Head after it was canceled. And 
Night Court was on for umpteen years, but its eventual cancellation didn’t 
inspire people to create slavishly detailed Web sites devoted to keeping memo- 
ries of the sitcom alive. 

I think Firefly has a strong fan base because, quite simply, it begs us to use 
our imaginations. Its premise — that the far future will look like the Wild West 
set in space, complete with interplanetary cattle rustling — is peculiar and yet 
rings true. It’s easy to obsess over a show that breaks with sci-fi convention, par- 
ticularly when its well-written main characters possess backstories so mysteri- 
ous and rich that you can spin hundreds of possible episodes out of them. 

The Firefly crew, a band of ragtag political rebels, mercenaries, and fugitives, 
are also a generous reflection of the fans themselves. Too rebellious and free- 
thinking for the rest of the universe, they live by their wits in an improvised 
“family” whose home is the “Firefly class” spaceship Serenity. No smart geek 
can resist a show whose characters include a female engineering nerd (Kaylee) 
who explains difficult technical problems by saying “it’s just broke,” a pilot 
(Wash) whose flight console is decorated with plastic dinosaur toys, and a pas- 
senger (Inara) whose aristocratic job as a “companion” means she’s a highly 
trained prostitute. Our captain (Mal) and his first officer (Zoe) were once lead- 
ers in a rebel army that tried to resist rule by the imperialistic, wealthy Alliance 
planets. Still mistrustful of the creepy mind-control programs and brutal law 
enforcement of a sinister “Parliament,” they live by taking odd smuggling jobs 
and robbing rich Alliance types. 

Fans of the show — who will adore Serenity if my own reaction is any indi- 
cation — are the cultural equivalent of political progressives. They live in a 
world where social improvement means social control, and where free expres- 
sion is under siege. They’re fighting for Firefly, and celebrating the release of 
Serenity, for the same reason many of us fight for freedom of the press. We 
want alternatives. We want stories that reflect the things we dream about; we 
want news that goes beyond jingoism. 

Just as progressives in the United States clamor for news media that are criti- 
cal of the party line coming out of the White House, fans of Firefly clamor for 
fantasies that are critical of the status quo pabulum coming from the likes of 
Roland Emmerich and George Lucas. We become fanactivists because some- 
times, nonconformist fantasies are as important as politics when it comes to 
changing the world. +

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erfect neighborhood restaurants 

do have a downside, and this has 

to do with their quelling one’s 

curiosity about what else might 

be out there. Why bother with 
voyages farther afield, and all their at- 
tendant difficulties, when you can just 
trot down to your favorite boite and 
have your favorite dish just the way you 
like it? For someone disinclined to 
wander — someone, say, like me, who 
thinks fondly of Freud and his chows, 
strolling round and round the 
Ringstrasse day after week after month 
after year, never hungering for variety 
yet never bored — a place like Maver- 
ick could turn out to be a real obstacle, 
a brick wall one would sooner or later 
have to make an effort to scale to see 
the rest of the world. 

Fortunately, Maverick isn’t my 
neighborhood restaurant, and there- 
fore lam spared at least one serious 
risk of social implosion. It is, in fact, a 
restaurant in a neighborhood (along 
17th Street just west of Mission) that’s 
still fairly tough and more industrial- 
and commercial- than residential- 
looking — though, as in so many other 
quarters of the Mission, loft creep is 
visibly setting in. Tomorrow belongs to 
loftees, an obvious fact that surely 
weighed in the calculations of Maver- 
ick’s young owners and Sociale alumni, 
chef Scott Youkilis and general manag- 
er Mike Pierce, when they opened in 
the onetime Limon space early in July. 
But for now, let’s have dinner, with a 
view of body shops. 

If Maverick isn’t yet perfect, it’s sur- 
prisingly close, especially in light of its 
brief span of days. The butter-yellow, 
modern-art-gallery spareness of Limon 
has been replaced by warmer, richer 
woods and browns, including cork 
wainscoting that’s not only handsome 
but, despite its granitic appearance, 
helps absorb noise — which means 
Maverick, while lively, is as appealing a 
place to conduct a conversation as 
Limon was not. The’service is already 
friendly and professional, and the wine 
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list, mainly of California and other 
American bottlings, offers the grace of 
half-pours, a lovely twist for experi- 
menters, thrill-seekers, designated driv- 
ers, and the moderately impoverished. 
(There is also a wine bar just inside the 
entrance.) 

And the food! It is a joyous ramble 
through Americana; the menu in- 
cludes honey lemonade, Saratoga 
chips, and macaroni and cheese ($5) 
— this last the only disappointment 
among the many items we sampled. 
Mac’n’ cheese has become something 
of a boutique item in recent years, and 
local chefs punch it up with Gruyere 
and other high-powered cheeses while 
honoring its essential and necessary 
simplicity. Maverick’s version is 
creamy and cheesy enough — and siz- 
able — but we thought the dish . 
seemed unfinished; a piéce de résis- 
tance, perhaps a bread-crumb gratin, 
would have been welcome. On the 
other hand, the crock was notably big 
for the price, and combined with flaw- 
less herbed shoestring fries ($4 for an 
enormous stack) and barely wilted 
spinach ($4), the mac ’n’ cheese made 
a satisfying dinner. 

The Caesar salad, which Zuni Café 
turned into an upscale standard almost 
20 years ago, has become a fixture on 
many a local menu card, and Maver- 
ick’s Caesar Cardini version ($8) is 
fairly traditional — romaine hearts, 
Parmesan shavings, a rich, eggy dress- 
ing — except for the croutons. They 
look ordinary enough but have an al- 
most saganaki-like, crusted-chewy- 
cheese quality we recognized, too late, 
as addictive. One could easily gorge on 
these, with grave consequences — but 
there aren't tons of them, just enough 
to give the salad weight and balance. 
The Maverick salad ($6), is, by con- 
trast, a safer choice, with its commend- 
able blend of Country Line greens, 
shaved fennel, and Sungold tomatoes 
in a cucumber vinaigrette: a Garden of 
Eden with no tempting apple to give 
the siren call of fried fat. 3

Since Maverick’s idea of American is 
new American, there are items you 
wouldn't be likely to find in Des 
Moines, among them pan-roasted 
blue-nose sea bass ($17), served in a 
Meyer-lemon chicken broth with 
gnocchi and halved cherry tomatoes, 
and that French favorite, mussels and 
fries ($11) in a broth of white wine, 
garlic, and parsley. Management of- 
fered a stylish tip: Do as the French do, 
we were told, and use a spent mussel 
shell as a kind of tweezers to pluck the 
meat from the remaining mussels. This 
turhed out to work surprisingly well. 

No such dexterity was needed to de- 
molish the Cincy BBQ sandwich ($9), 
of pulled pork dressed with a sweetish 
barbecue sauce on a soft bun. One 
barely needed teeth to eat it. On one 
side of the plate rose a mound of 
Saratoga chips: house-made potato 
chips still warm from the fryer. On the 
other we found a heap of Crayola- 
pink, crispy-fresh coleslaw. 

When the dessert menu placed be- 
fore you offers milk and cookies ($8), 
is there any need to look further? (For 
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those who answer yes, other choices to 
consider run from banana shakes and 
root beer floats to a plate of artisanal 
cheeses.) The prospect of milk, even a 
split serving, gave my lactose-intoler- 
ant companion pause, but this unease 
was set to rest when the milk arrived in 
two elegantly stemmed aperitif glasses. 
So we did our milk shots and, like chil- 
dren who have rushed home from ele- 
mentary school to devour their after- 
noon snack, moved on to brownies 
and peanut butter cookies, all of which 
had the slightly taffylike texture of 
house-made freshness and set off, for a 
happy moment, a reverie about a lost 
America that smelled of just-baked 
cookies. But: Happiness is always a 
fleeting thing, and better an instant, a 
maverick moment, than nothing. **

garden was finally going to produce a 
bumper crop. | use “bumper” in its 
relative sense, meaning “more than 
three,” which would be the approxi- 
mate average of the bush’s absurdly 
low yields in recent years, despite 
having been moved, well before Y2K, 
from a pot into more spacious digs in 
the compost-enriched ground proper. 
! would have been happy with six 
lemons — enough to produce a small 
bottle of limoncello — and so was 
amazed, a few days before Labor Day, 
to find myself harvesting a dozen or 
more yellow globes the size of golf 
balls while leaving several times that 
many for further ripening. 

Whatever the habits and practices. 
of other lemon bushes, ours, true to its 
contrarian spirit, decided to ripen its 
fruit at the nadir of the local citrus 
season. Summer's end generally 
means the depletion of whatever 
stored California citrus was still avail- 
able from last season’s harvest, while 
this season’s harvest won't really start 
to show up until the onset of winter. 
(Readers of a Proustian bent will need 
little reminding that one of the scents 
most evocative of Christmas is or- 
ange, with grapefruit a close second.) 
For those of us who squeeze citrus 
daily, then, these early autumnal 
weeks are a dead zone in which one 
is forced into a distasteful reliance on 
fruit from such highly reputable states 
as Texas and Florida. 

The unexpected bonanza of Meyer 
lemons does not really affect this cal- 
Culus, in part because even a bumper 


~ crop of them wouldn't last long if sub- 


jected to the strains of daily juicing 
and in part because lemon juice is 
hardly an acceptable substitute for 
orange juice, though Meyers are 
much milder than the more common 
— and oblong — Lisbons and Eu- 
rekas. According to Harold McGee (in 
his recently revised On Food and 
Cooking: The Science and Lore of the 
Kitchen), the Meyer is probably a hy- 
brid of a true, and sour, lemon and a 
mandarin orange. The result is a no- 
table roundness of shape and a 
thymelike perfume prized in both 
sweet and savory dishes. 

| love my Meyers, but part of love is 
acceptance, and | accept their limita- 
tions, Meyers are not really substitutes 
for regular lemons; their more modest 
acid puts them at risk of being over- 
whelmed by, say, sugar in a lemon tart 
or creme brillée recipe. The kind thing 
to do is smuggle in a splash of regular 
lemon juice, much as vintners blend in 
small amounts of obscure varietals to 
shore up the big name. No one need 
be the wiser.

yours. But then at a certain 
point you realize they have 
their hands around your 
throat and they’re squeez- 
ing you. 

We need a new way to bake a potato. 

This time I cut it in half, rubbed it with olive oil, sandwiched two sprigs of 
fresh rosemary into it, plastered it with cracked black pepper, wrapped it in tin 
foil, and threw it into my fire. I don’t know what I’m doing. I just do things. 

Back in the shack, feeding fruit flies, I found some tomatoes from Crawdad’s 
garden. In the fridge: a handful of fancy-pants garlic-stuffed green olives 
Haywire had left, a handful of cheapo black ones from a can, and a half of a 
white onion. There was only one other thing in my fridge, I’m embarrassed to 
admit, and it was of course a stick of butter. 

I put that in my jacket pocket, just in case, for later, and I threw everything 


‘else down on the block and started chopping until I had a bowlful of salsa, or 


chutney, or olive spread, or compost or something. Then I topped off my jelly 
jar, grabbed an empty plate and a fork, and went back out to my fire. 

I don’t have a hobo fire every night in this old oil drum, an aborted, ham- 
mered-in steel pan. I do when I do. And as good as this scrapped-together, olive- 
slobbered baked potato tasted to me, I'll probably never have it that way again, 
unless either (a) I find myself down to that exact combination of ingredients, or 
(b) I feel like it. 

Traditionally, I go to sleep when I go to sleep without a stick of butter in my 
pocket. When I woke up from this little spudnap and realized I'd nodded off, 
hadn't spilled my wine, and that there was a stick of butter in my pocket, I was 
filled with joy, tranquillity, and a rare sense of purpose. Under this beautiful sky 
full of stars and planets and space junk, how many people can truthfully say they 
have ever gone to sleep with a stick of butter in their pocket? 

You see what I’m saying? 

So when I heard that the St. Francis Fountain does not let you eat an ice 
cream cone at the counter, or even in a booth, I had to go find out for myself. I 
had it all planned out in my head. When I asked why I had to take it outside, 
they were going to say “Because it’s messy,’ and I was going to say, “Have you 
ever seen me eat a hamburger?” 

But right off the bat, they threw me off-script. “Because it’s tradition,” they said.

Devil’s food 


f you're a member of the Mariposa food co-op on Baltimore Avenue in West 

Philadelphia, you get a key so you can shop at will, recording your after-hours 

purchases of goat-milk ice cream, etc., on the honor system in a ledger on the 

counter. There’s such illicit glee — the incarnation of the kid-in-candy-store 
sensation — in roaming a darkened store in the middle of the night, selecting 
treats. It feels unreal; a mini-escape from capitalism. 

Pursuing the escape known as vacation, I am in parts East, learning to say 
“Schuylkill” (a river, pronounced SKOO-k1), and drinking Yuengling beer, 
sweaterless all the balmy night on sprawling roofs and porches of dilapidated 
punk-rock houses. My days are a pleasure-seeker’s pilgrim’s progress. I spent the 
morning of John Cage’s birthday at an Ethiopian café called Kaffa Crossing, eat- 
ing ful, a fava bean stew amid an honorific happening, and reading Cage's Silence, - 
in particular an essay wherein he muses on parallels and intersections between 
music and mushrooms. Cage was an enthusiast for fungi. Perhaps a bit too bold 
in that direction, as he once had to have his stomach pumped after ingesting a 
specimen he’d mistaken for edible. 

The other day I was bold at Manattan’s Union Square Farmers’ Market. At the 
Eckerton Hill Farm stand, I bought a little basket of hot peppers, assorti. I've always 
been a little scared of chili peppers, which, akin to rattlesnakes, are most potent at 
their smallest. Their shapely ember glow was a taunting tongue, wagging at me, 


_ “You want a piece of this?! You can’t handle this!” The thing with peppers is, they 


come with consequences. Unlike, say, a slice of sea urchin, the unnerving texture of 


_ which, once swallowed, is no longer manifest, the pepper’s just begun upon inges- 


tion — firing up the tongue, setting lips to tingling, and triggering the tear ducts. 
Drinking water just 
makes the whole 
thing worse by open- 
ing the taste buds 
further for assault — 
as I discovered years 
ago at an Indonesian 
meal in Holland after gulping a canal’s worth, pitcher by pitcher. Since then, my 
pepper fears persisted, prompted partly by a year of splitting bowls of pho with an 
Indian companion, who always dumped in all the chili slices from the garnish plate 
and chomped them down as though they were as sweet as strawberries. Meanwhile, 
my mouth was in an uproar. “Keep them on your side of the bowl!” I'd implore, 
batting the offenders away with a chopstick. 

The farmers’ goods at Union Square offered no shortage of engaging edibles, 
like Red Clepp pears the burgundy of royal velvet in a Rembrandt and fist-sized, 
pale-green melons called Sweetie Number Six. But the peppers stopped me in 
my tracks. There’s nothing that cultivates fascination quite like fear, and also, 
they made a little pleasure riot for.the eyes. Eckerton Hill Farm boasts a hundred 
varieties of chilis and tomatoes each. Their table was a pepper plethora, from the 
standard, mild Hungarian wax in signature red, to pale yellow ones the shape 
and size of teardrops, with delicate, jagged green caps and slender stems. Called 
Wild Brazil, they look like what I'd like a jewel to be. 

Into my bag I tucked a three-by-three-inch carton of assorted fire: Wild 
Brazils, yellow-orange Scotch bonnets (also known as Fatali), Czech blacks (they 
are actually black), chocolate and red Cevino habafiros, and aji dulces, which 
resemble rumpled red tam o’ shanters, on a two-inch scale. I never thought I'd 
eat them: pretty demons to admire and proffer to generous hosts. 

But then in the evening, back at Union Square — transformed from daytime 
farmers’ market to a spot for student lolling and unintelligible, fervent speeches 
by politicos with megaphones — I met a friend who offered me a pastry box. 
The box contained hot peppers of the long and slender sort, assorted red, green, 
yellow, chocolate-dipped. I bit the challenge in the tail (the end where one’s less 
likely to encounter seeds, the strongest culprits of a chili’s spice) and tasted why 
chili and chocolate are meant to be together. A thought I’d vaguely had before 
when eating ancho chili chocolate cake, just thinking that I liked the kick. But 
now my taste buds actually relayed a flavor through the heat. Aha. 

That night I sliced up tiny tasting portions of a Wild Brazil. The little seedless 
bites were fresh, apple-y, and friendly, A little jolt, and then slow-spreading heat 
in mellow registers. This foray made me bolder, and a few nights later, baking a 
Philly-farmers’ market medley of beets and bell peppers, eggplant and delicata 
squash, I threw in an aji dulce trio, whole. At dinner I kept a wary eye out for 
them, masked among their cousins, the phlegmatic bell peppers. I set aside the 
aji for last, and ate one, seeds and all. Its flavor was sweet and deep and mildly 
surprising. I wanted more. It tasted like vacation. *

Jenni Olson and Jennifer Reeves rap about radically honest filmmaking 


errorism brought me out of 
the house,” says Robyn Taylor 
(Lisa Jarnot), the agorapho- 
bic protagonist of Jennifer 
Reeves’s The Time We Killed, 
that wry statement serving as the setup 
for a dry punch line: “The war on ter- 
ror drove me back in.” Watching 
Reeves’s impressive movie for the first 
time, I was struck by the traits it shares 
with another recent work, Jenni Olson’s 
The Joy of Life. Both foreground first- 
person narration, often matching it 
with emotive explorations of landscape. 
Both feature poets (Jarnot in Reeves’s 
film, Lawrence Ferlinghetti in The Joy of 
Life). From the life-and-death 
dichotomies in their titles on up, The 
Joy of Life and The Time We Killed could 
easily be considered West Coast and 
East Coast bookends of the type of 
feminist experimental filmmaking that 
thinks big — feature-length big. As 
Reeves prepares to visit the Bay Area for 
the MadCat Women’s International 
Film Festival, and Olson gets ready to 
take her movie to Vancouver, the time 
seemed right to hook the two directors 
up for a talk.

Jennifer Reeves: | got your film yester- 
day, watched it this morning, and loved 
it. 'd seen a documentary last night 
and was so relieved that your film did 
everything most docs don’t, even 
though it’s not a straightforward doc. 
There were a few moments that were 
pretty heart-wrenching. 

['m a big fan of James Benning and 
Chantal Akerman and work that medi- 
tates on beautiful imagery. To have that 
happening in your film on one level, 
and for it also to go on this inward 
journey — it was powerful. 

Jenni Olson: For about a year, people 
have been saying to me, “Have you seen 
The Time We Killed?” When I 
rewatched the beginning of your film the 
other day, I was struck by the first two 
shots in particular. I thought, “Oh my 
god, there really is a connection [between 
our films] here.” 

JR: They’re so completely different 
on one hand — watching yours, I had 
major color envy [laughs] and total 
respect for the patience and time you 
allowed with the images. I tend to cut 
things short. But we're both trying to 
say the things that nobody wants to 
even say to their own friends, the 
most embarrassing truths we know 
about ourselves and generally hide 
from the public. Things that don’t 
come out in narratives or documen- 
tary films because everyone is trying 
to justify themselves rather than show 
human weakness. 

JO: “Vulnerability” is the word that I 
come back to. ’'ve always admired that in 
— to draw from experimental work — 
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Su Friedrich’s films. They’re really inti- 
mate, and in being so personal they 
become universal. 

JR: I guess the droll self-critique 
comes out. You have to laugh at your- 
self in the process of sharing the things 
that make you feel most alone. That 
creates a conviction. 

JO: Your film’s intense, in terms of the 
atmosphere you create. When the camera 
is inside with the character, you have a 
sense of safety and peacefulness, but if 
you go outside or into her memories — 
and the sound design is amazing — the 
way it’s shot and the use of solarization 
create all this anxiety. 

JR: People react to the film differ- 
ently, according to their dispositions. 
The scenes inside, some people find 
them claustrophobic and all they want 
to do is get out. 

All the stuff shot outdoors, the exter- 
nal stuff, was shot with a handheld 


camera. Everything indoors was shot on 
a tripod. I had to communicate how 
this woman could be compelled to stay 
inside when it can be such a limiting 
life. | had to show her fear of people 
and relationships through her safety 
without them and her freedom in 
imagining about them. Instead of a film 
where you show someone's anxiety by 
showing them freaking out around 
people, The Time We Killed is about 
creating a subjective experience for the 
viewer, so they don’t see the protagorfist 
as an other, but see the world through 
her eyes. 

JO: Toward the end, I found myself 
thinking of Eraserhead. 


JR: That was the first experimental 
film I'd ever seen, back in high school. 
My brother was really into it because it 
was an underground pothead thing. 

JO: One of the remarkable things 
about that film is that you so intensely 
identify with the main character 
[Henry] and his reality. There's that 
same kind of internal-experience and 
disturbing psychology. 

JR: Something about that film, and 
something that I admire about David 
Lynch’s work overall, is that the sound 
is used very creatively to make the emo- 
tional realm felt in a way that isn’t 
cliché. It’s often done through counter- 
point or a hyperreal emphasis on a par- 
ticular sound — it’s distorted in a way 
that you can’t tell it’s distorted. It 
tweaks your emotions. 

Essentially, sound to me is the door 
to someone’s internal life. It operates in 
a physical way — sound reaches out to 


starts in November 2002 and goes until 
April 2003. 

JR: That’s strictly a structural device. 
But I like the fact that the movie is sim- 
ilar to a diary, reflecting day-to-day 
thoughts. Diaries are very nonlinear — 
not only are you living in the present, 
you're connecting incidents to the past, 
associating them with memories. The 
diary format elucidates that. 

JO: You only use six different title 
cards. I struggled with something similar 
for a long time while writing The Joy of 
Life because it has a diary format as well. 

JR: My film is about depression and 
a sort of self-imposed captivity, and a 
lot of people don’t want to know what 
that feels like. For some people the title 
cards are like, “Oh my god, more ...” 
because those markers emphasize the 
character’s lack of movement. 

What I say to people who have a 
hard time with my film is that if you 
start to think while you're watching and 
you assume that means it’s a bad film 
because your mind is wandering, well 
no, I want you to be a thinking person. 
I want my film to open up questions 
for you, spaces for you to connect it to 
your own life. If you have associations

you. Even if you're sitting at a remote 
distance from the screen, it comes to 
you. Image can always be objectified in 
a way, but sound becomes very inter- 
nalized; you take it in. I actually think 
that sound design should become my 
day job because it’s one of the most 
pleasurable aspects of filmmaking for 
me in terms of discovery. I often wish 
filmmakers or films had more of a tra- 
dition of pushing the sound. 

[ve saved phone messages on cas- 
sette tapes for a period of around eight 
years as kind of a scrapbook. Some of 
the phone messages in The Time We 
Killed are from my personal stash. 

JO: Fuse a similar patchwork combi- 
nation of the real and fiction so that the 
feature-length narrative structure works. 
You have to make things up and create 
drama. The Time We Killed uses 
months and years as a time frame; it 


with your life, you can go to them, and 
then when you return to my film, that’s 
good, you can interact with it. Nothing 
is lost. You don’t have to know every- 
thing that I’m saying. 

JO: As a programmer and a filmmak- 
er, that’s what I think an experimental 
film is — aa film that requires your par- 
ticipation. It means that every person has 
an individual experience, as opposed to 
Steven Spielberg, who says, “Now the 
music comes up and everyone cries.” 

JR: Every second of that type of film 
carries you through this seamless expe- 
rience. You're so engrossed in it that 
you're not even conscious of yourself 
and your body. 

JO: Which can have its merits 
[laughs] — 

JR: — Yes, we need a break some- 
times. But many people are getting

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breaks from themselves for the majority 
of their waking hours. 

JO: I describe my film as poetic, and I 
think of your film as very poetic. We both 
have actual poetry in our films. 

JR: The six poems in my film are 
Lisa Jarnot’s. 

JO: Did you know and like her work? 

JR: Lisa is a good friend of mine. 
Stan Brakhage introduced us a number 
of years ago after first introducing 
each of us to the other’s work. One of 
the reasons Brakhage wanted us to 
meet was that Lisa’s work is very free- 
associative and rich in imagery. The 
poems in the film she wrote while I 
was shooting her. That was her way of 
getting into the character, since she’s 
not an actress. 

For me there’s a sense of self-critique 
in The Time We Killed: the main charac- 
ter’s isolating herself in this house, but 
actually she’s safe and privileged — and 
that same choice is being made by so 
many people in these different apart- 
ments. When 9/11 happened, I was 
already working on The Time We Killed. 
Everyone being so isolated and con- 
cerned about their own survival has 
created this kind of fragmented society, 
making it easier for George Bush. 

JO: I have definitely wondered if peo- 
ple were just going to be irritated with 
my protagonist and think, “Stop whin- 
ing.” You have to be brave enough to 
depict a character with flaws. 

JR: It’s rare. What stands out to me 
is when your main character says 
something to the effect of, “I want to 
be a really great lover, more for my ego 
than for the pleasure of my partner. 
Well, for the pleasure of my partner 
too....” She’s sharing something you 
wouldn't tell anybody. People don’t 
talk about their flaws, and I sometimes 
wonder how many people are in total 
denial because they never come close 
to acknowledging them. 

JO: We're setting an example for the 
masses [laughs]. I have one final ques- 
tion: What drives you to make experi- 
mental work? 

JR: I often ask myself that question. 
Experimental film is extremely varied 
— you can’t say that phrase and have 
any idea how it operates, because most 
experimental film is very unique per- 
sonal expression. You enter someone 
else’s way of thinking or-.seeing or pre- 
senting an experience of the world. 
There are probably another ten reasons 
why I keep making experimental films, 
but basically I want to connect on a 
deeper level with people. 

JO: Thank you for connecting with 
me [laughs]. *%

Jia Zhang-ke’s The World is a ghetto. By Chuck Stephens 


’d like to buy The World a Coke 
and keep it company. 

Celebrated Chinese director Jia 
Zhang-ke’s The World, that is — 
an entirely effervescent film about 

the children of Mao and Barry 
Manilow that’s set in and around a 
real-life Beijing theme park filled 
with miniaturized replicas of the 
Eiffel Tower, the great pyramids of 
Egypt, and the entire Lower 
Manhattan skyline, complete with the 
twin towers of the World Trade 
Center. The fourth feature from this 
leading filmmaker among mainland 
China’s maverick independents, The

World is both the first of Jia’s films to 
have been made entirely with Chinese 
government approval, and his first to 
depict the dyspeptic aftereffects of life 
in the big city as experienced by 
migrant workers from the dead-end 
upcountry Podunks so devastatingly 
depicted in his earlier Xiao Wu and 
Unknown Pleasures, But where those 
films centered on singing and danc- 
ing as semi-utopian escapes from 
ruined environments and dreams all 
too painfully remote, this one is all 
about discovering that Beijing is 
scarcely the smorgasbord of opportu- 
nity that some envision, but rather a 


Park’s spectacle machine in Jia’s latest movie. 


Disney-Vegas land of the dead that 
leaves its zombie-eyed inhabitants 
hungry — or humming something 
on the order of “It’s a Small Meal 
After All.” 

From the broken-down karaoke 
romance of Xiao Wu to the break- 
dance revolution that rocks Platform, 
Jia’s films always seem vaguely.on the 
verge of blossoming into full-blown 
musicals; the rubble-and-lipstick 
end-of-the-road-show of Unknown 
Pleasures sometimes feels like the 
Beijing Opera as Antonioni might 
interpret it. The World — which 
begins with actress Zhao Tao, Jia’s 


recurrent muse and this film’s slowly 
shattering emotional center, striding 
through the underground corridors 
of the park’s musical theater, and in 
and out of the dressing rooms of its 
elaborately costumed showgirls and - 
boys, assaulting our ears with the 
indelible screech-refrain, “Does any- 
one have a Band-Aid?” — is also 
filled with music, though this time Jia 
seems freshly determined to mark 
some careful distinctions between his 
movie’s soundtrack, mainly gaudy 
instrumental electronica by Hou 
Hsiao-hsien’s frequent composer 
Giong Lim, and anything that might 
be construed as a specifically vocal- 
ized lyrical sentiment. Fitting enough 
for a film where the worries of the 
world — politics, culture, all that 
stuff — are reduced to gift-shop- 
sized goo-gaa’s and inflatable beach- 
ball globes, while the emotions of its 
players are so swelled to super-soap- 
operatic parade-float proportions 
that one might want to retitle it As - 
the (New) World (Order) Turns. And 
yet even as the film focuses more on 
the singers than on their songs, Jia 
makes certain that there are still plen- 
ty of catchy chorus lines floating 
around: “The [real] Twin Towers 
were bombed on September 11,” one 
of the park’s security guards excitedly 
explains to a newly arrived relative 
from the sticks back home. “We’ve 
still got them.” 

For a world-traveled ironist like Jia, 
that’s the sort of civic pride that bor- 
ders on a surrealism only the 
Faustian basement-bargains and 
sales-pitch spirituality of our post- 
postmodern and all too “so-called” 
everyday reality might top. Yet, some- 


how, that’s just what reality has done. 
Seems the movie’s singing-dancing- 
suffering characters weren't the only 
ones blinded by the brightness of 
those show-biz lights. The Chinese 
government's seal of approval 
notwithstanding, The World is clearly 
Jia’s most confrontationally political 
fantasia, a point first made by the 
scarcely inscrutable slogan of the 
theme park itself: “See the world 
without ever leaving Beijing.” 
Independence and freedom in film- 
making, as in everything else, is often 
but a state of mind, and The World is 
Jia reminding us that it isn’t so much 
“the world” inside the theme park 
that’s been shrunk down to size; it’s 
the lattice of lost highways and limit- 
less housing blocks that line the hori- 
zons all around it that leave the 
world’s citizens feeling shriveled and 
superdeformed. If Jia’s film is an 
anthem for the state of alienated 
nations everywhere, it’s also a devas- 
tating city symphony scored for the 
silenced screams-of country bump- 
kins literally crushed by the wheels of 
industry, and the video-arcade 
anime-emotions and cell-phone- 
enslaved feedback loops that keep the 
planet's men and women all-dancing, 
all-singing as they're sucked into the 
cogs of society’s soul-grinding sex 
and spectacle machines. 

Gorgeous to look at even as you 
sometimes wish you could look away, 
The World is another collaboration 
between Jia and cinematographer Yu 
Lik Wai, who is also a noted director 
of musically themed films himself. 
Certain refrains from Yu’s most 
recent film, a sci-fi dystopia entitled

realistic and idiosyncratic. The 35-year-old 
wunderkind from mainland China has authored 
four feature-length movies to date: Xiao Wu (1997), 
Platform (2000), Unknown Pleasures (2002), and 
The World (2004), which opens in San Francisco 
- and Berkeley Sept. 16. f 
All four films take as their subjects the lives of 
twentysomethings, adrift and searching, in modern 
China: in Xiao Wu, a hapless pickpocket; in 
Platform, a roving theater troupe; a triumvirate of 
wannabe hoodlums in Unknown Pleasures; a pair of 
lovers working in a simulacrum of a theme park in 
The World. Affecting more existential unease than 
stylized ennui (though that too), these characters 
are signs of their times, frustrated by a world that 
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transforms faster than they possibly could. “In all 
these films | want to talk about the same thing: a 
changing China and the changing Chinese people,” 
Jia says over the phone. He goes on to say that his 
oeuvre is a kind of chronicle of the country since 
the end of the Cultural Revolution. The timeline 
begins with Platform, set between 1979 and 1990, 
continues with Xiao Wu, set in the mid-90s, and 
continues into the 21st century with Unknown 
Pleasures. : 

The World, then, continues this timeline, tempo- 
rally and thematically. The story follows Tao and 
Taisheng, who have traveled to Beijing to work at 
the World Park — famed for its collection of minia- 
ture replicas of monuments like the Eiffel Tower and 
the great pyramids of Egypt. The place has kitsch 
written all over it, but Jia is too in tune with the way 
pop culture figures in contemporary Chinese life to 
play it just for camp. (Examples: the a cappella ren- 
dition of a Faye Wong song in Xiao Wu — its sweet 
earnestness makes it the film’s centerpiece. Pop 
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intertextuality continues in Unknown Pleasures, 
which means something like “unfettered cool” in 
Chinese. The film borrows its title from a Taiwanese 
pop song that is itself a line lifted from a vintage 
Chinese poem. The film’s denouement finds one of 
the main characters singing the song.) In The World, 
technology is the new pop fad, where text-messag- 
ing becomes the preferred method of communica- 
tion. Interestingly, Jia decided to use Flash anima- 
tion to express this idea in the film. 

“There is less and less face-to-face communica- 
tion between people. If they have anything hard to 
say, awkward to say, they use SMS [text messag- 
ing]. | used Flash to express this because it is 
young people’s favorite in China. Whatever songs 
they love, whatever they want to say, they would 
turn them into these simple Flash animations,” Jia 
says. “I think it’s a special phenomenon in China 
that young people live in two different worlds — 
reality is part of this world, the other is what tech- 
nology could provide.” 


With this latest offering, Jia has abandoned 
Shanxi Province — his home and the setting for his 
last three features — for the capital city. “A lot of 
young people go to Beijing to live, without really 
knowing what to do, like me at the time,” says Jia, 
who moved to Beijing in 1993. “I particularly want 
to turn this experience into a film — of traveling 
from a small town to live in a big city.” 

Another noted difference from Jia’s earlier work 
is that The World is made with the approval of the 
Chinese censors, meaning that it is the first Jia 
Zhang-ke film to have a theatrical release in China. 
His other films were all banned in the country. Jia 
submitted the film twice to the censors — first as a 
script, and later as the completed film. To his sur- 
prise, he was told only to tone down the cussing in 
the dialogue. Much attention has been paid to the 
aboveground way The World was made. While Jia is

All Tomorrow’s Parties, also seem to 
resurface here, especially in The 
World’s claustrophobic underground 
passages and neon-illuminated 
expanses of nothingness; at times it’s 


enough to remind you that even Hal, 


the rebellious computer-conscious- 
ness from Kubrick’s 2001, didn’t 
completely lose his marbles before 


he’d learned a song or two. Should 
Hal, or the rest of the world for that 
matter, somehow lose its capacity for 
carrying a tune, Jia seems more than 
capable of reteaching it how to sing. 
Buying the world, or The World, a 
Coke probably won't cure any of our 
myriad global ailments at the 
moment (effervescence isn’t exactly 
what we need), but come to think of 
it, singing lessons don’t sound like 
such a bad idea. Particularly if — as 


the forward-thinking Mao, or Barry 
Manilow, Coca-Cola’s minister of jin- 
gle-prop, once advocated — the end 
result for humanity’s caterwauling 
global choir just might be perfect 
harmony.

cramped. “I didn’t change my creative process because | 
wanted to pass the censors,” he says. “I think it’s the Chinese 
film industry that changed and not us — the young filmmak- 
ers, and the way we create — that changed.” 

Still, for Chinese cinema to flourish, the director says, the 
industry has to transform. “What we call ‘censor’ is a person, 
and not systematic regulations. Young filmmakers are hoping 
that China’s censor system could be like the film ratings sys- 
tem in other countries — you can’t ban a film from being 
released, but what you can say is only people of a certain age 
can see it,” Jia says. “We not only have to face the changes 
brought forth by a fast-paced society, but also the challenges 
of bringing change to the system.” (Fiona Na) 


Perfume, third floor 
Burly and handsome, sporting facial hair and black-framed glass- 
es, Alex de la Iglesia would quickly become a bear sex symbol in 
San Francisco if he lived here. Visiting the city to promote his 
new film, E/ Crimen Perfecto, he’s living proof that it takes a 
warm and wickedly funny man to make a comedy with those 
same qualities. Both de la Iglesia and his onetime mentor Pedro 
Almodovar usually take parodic aim at TV within their movies, 
and EI Crimen Perfecto is no exception. “We have some things in 
common, no?” he agrees. “For me, TV is something perverse. It’s 
a hole that demons travel to Earth through — like in Poltergeist.” 

Initially titled Ferpect Crime, de la \glesia’s latest offering tracks 
the misadventures of Rafael (Guillermo Toledo), the reigning king of 
the men’s section at a department store, and heir apparent for the 
title of floor manager. When Rafael’s pesky, toupee-clad women’s 
section rival Don Antonio (Luis Varela) steals the job, it prompts a 
fracas that’s witnessed by curly-haired Lourdes (Monica Cervera). 
The resulting mix of murder and blackmail might seem like an 
extreme example of retail hell, but de la Iglesia claims otherwise. 
“They say that in real life it’s worse [than in the film],” he 
remarks, referring to employees at Spain's El Corte Ingles. 
Comparing Spain’s most famous commercial center to the mafia 
(“El Corte Ingles has its own bank — the money doesn’t go out”), 
the director knows which store he'd target in a stateside version: 
“lf we made the movie in America, we’d make it in Macy's, 
because Macy's is a legend.” 

More than one might expect, department stores have figured

highly in recent films. They've played host to Will Farrell’s misad- 
ventures in E/f, Billy Bob Thornton’s drunken jags in Bad Santa, 
the homicidal sparring of Mr. and Mrs. Smith, and Miranda July's 
stalkeresque courting gestures in Me and You and Everyone We 
Know. Of course, a department store is also at the core of Zach 
Snyder's recent remake of Dawn of the Dead; if Snyder doesn’t 
exploit the setting as overtly as George Romero did in the origi- 
nal, then leave itto de la Iglesia to uncover it as a laboratory for 
cold-blooded, consumption-crazed capitalist impulses. 

“We live in a world that changes continuously, but in com- 
mercial centers the time stops,” de la Iglesia says. “When | was 
a child, El Corte Ingles was like a temple. Jorge 
[Guerricaechevarria, who co-authored the screenplay] would go 
there and pray, to see the objects and say, ‘Someday you'll be 
mine.’ In a shopping center, you can live in a perfect world. 
Why? Because there are no human beings.” 


Like most people with a strong sense of humor, de la Iglesia 
has a fatalist’s outlook. Late in E/ Crimen Perfecto, one of the 
characters rises to fame by devising clownlike fashions. “The 
most evil, the most perverted things that exist in the world are 
clowns,” de la Iglesia remarks. “I don’t know why — | hate the 
shoes, maybe. One normal person with a smile coating his face 
is So stupid, so terrifying. All the bright colors are hard on your 
eyes. They try to make you happy, but it’s pathetic. The clown 
fashions aren’t in my movie just because | hate clowns, 
though. | think we are clowns. We always imitate what we see 
on TV and in the shops. We try to be funny in an awful world. 
We're always trying to be handsome and polite, but everyone 
lives in a hell.” 

De la Iglesia loves Terry Gilliam, Martin Scorsese, and 
Roman Polanski (“Watching his movies, you think, ‘This is a 
really bad guy.’”), but he’s a movie maniac who especially 
loves movies that aren't perfect. E/ Crimen Perfecto is espe- 
cially indebted to Roger Corman, with the suave-and-slimy 
Toledo inhabiting a Vincent Price—like role. “My movie is like 
The Masque of the Red Death,” he says. “That’s the plot — a 
king in a closed castle, surrounded by the Red Death. Inside the 
castle you have a party with beautiful girls, and everything’s 
okay, but the Red Death is always there, and ultimately you have 
to dance with her.” (Johnny Ray Huston) 
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‘El Crimen Perfecto’ is currently playing at Bay Area theaters.

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‘Fringe’ benefits | 


Cervices, Chinese 
clowns, and hobos are 
all part of a weekend’s 
plays. By Robert Avila

n opening night of the San 

Francisco Fringe Festival last 

week, the back room of 

Original Joe’s restaurant, on 

Taylor Street, was abuzz with 
anticipation and cocktails ahead of 
the eight o’clock show, Elisa 
DeCarlo’s Cervix with a Smile. Those 
who had been there for the first show 
were still high on Chinese Clown 
Cabaret, which rated “best clown 
show” at last year’s festival and served 
up another ferociously silly hour of 
sandbox punk-rock ukulele and dead- 
pan, angst-laced, in-your-face cuteness 
from the fearlessly talented Jane Chen 
and her real-life mom, Tair. A show 
capable of wonderfully unnerving 
ridiculousness, often rooted in a sly 
send-up of the kind of familial and 
cultural dynamics inherent in its 
mother-daughter team, Chinese Clown 
Cabaret is also far more sophisticated 
than it would have you believe. 

As for DeCarlo’s Cervix, it’s another 
favorite of Fringe audiences past, hav- 
ing won the best-of-Fringe vote in 
1997 (her earlier I Love Drugs took 
those honors at Fringe 95, and her 
Toasted did the same in 2001). 
DeCarlo has the demeanor of a home- 
maker whose gentle earthiness seems a 
sanguine admission to having wrecked 
more homes than she’s made. But 
beneath an unassuming surface lies a 
sharp satirist and skilled actor, with an 
added air of New York’s neighborly 
hedonism about her. These qualities 
are put to overall fine effect in a series 
of lightly raunchy skits and ribald 
songs all adeptly spoofing the ups and 
downs of sexuality — such as a 
Martha Stewart-style walk through the 
marriage-spicing possibilities of domi- 
nance and submission; or an XXXmas 
ditty in which Santa becomes a lonely 
womans sole stocking-stuffer. DeCarlo 
is a fine mimic, and some of her best 
material draws on what are apparently 
real-life encounters with a variety of 
colorful personalities, whose refash- 
ioned stories can be at times as 
poignant (without being sentimental) 
as they are humorous or absurd. 

Cervix’s return comes with some 
new material unceremoniously tossed 
in (DeCarlo’s talent is as formidable as 
her transitions, and onstage costume 
changes are awkwardly casual), and the 
whole package somehow blends per- 
fectly with the burbling ambience of 
the Depression-era Italian restaurant 
serving as a Fringe venue this year (so 


resolutely unchanged in nearly 70 years 
that you expect to find Willy Loman 
eating alone in a booth next to another 
crammed with rowdy goodfellas). 

Such serendipity is the nature of the 
Fringe. The city’s 14th annual install- 
ment, produced by the Exit Theatre, 
claims to be the largest in the country, 
pfesenting a total of 42 productions 
(most from the Bay Area, 10 or so 
from the wider United States, and a 
handful from Canada and beyond) in 
eight venues in and around the Exit 
Theatreplex. Fringe acts, each an hour 
or less in length and selected by lottery, 
typically remain hard to typify, espe- 
cially in terms of quality, which can be 
high at one show and seemingly super- 
fluous at the next. Fringe-goers revel in 
risk-taking, for the most part, knowing 
there’s something to be said for even 
the incomprehensibly bad or flagrantly 
bizarre — and they often take the time 
to say it in posted reviews on the festi- 

_val’s Web site. 

Among the shows glimpsed by 
opening weekend, there were at least 
two other highlights. San Francisco’s 
Annie Larson and Karen Ripley play 
two time-hopping hobos in the politi- 
cal satire Show Me Where It Hurts, a 
razor-sharp ride, complete with musi- 
cal accompaniment, through econom- 
ic exploitation and depression as com- 
pelling and hilarious as it is seemingly 
laid-back — something like a blend of

onstage chemistry that is irresistible 
and unflappable. 

This year the Fringe once again 
serves as springboard for at least one 
new Bay Area theater company, Boxcar 
Theatre, whose debut production is a 
collaborative pastiche of local lore. 
Unfolding, in one fast-paced hour, 21 
short scenes drawn from or inspired 
by San Francisco history and culture, 
as well as the personal experiences of 
the actors, 21/One presents a continu- 
ally evolving showcase of performance 
styles against a backdrop of old film 
footage, photographs, and graphics, 
highlighting the beat generation, the 
Summer of Love, the latest, late-’90s 
gold rush, and various other strange 
and sundry episodes. As you might 
expect, not all scenes are created equal, 
and the actors’ strengths are not even- 
ly distributed across the full range of 
dramatic styles attempted. But if 
inevitably the best material flits by too 
soon, along the way the able and 
charismatic four-person company 
(Sarah Korda, Peter Matthews, Sarah 
Savage, and Nick A. Olivera) strikes a 
number of high notes while demon- 
strating a wide-ranging potential. *

Arthur, arthur 


oiling down Arthurfest’s two 

days of transcendental psyche- 

delia and mind-expanding 

musical machinations to facial 

hair and fashion is annoyingly 
reductionist, I know. But Mae-Shi 
bassist Tim Byron’s final wisecrack 
was too good to pass up. Uttered as 
Yoko Ono was hustled into the back- 
ground in the final minutes of the 
fest: “I feel so naked without a han- 
dlebar mustache.” 

Right on. I’m all for uniformity of 
image and aesthetic when it comes to 
certain musical projects — even at a 
crazy-quilt of a spectacle such as this. 
I marvel at the way I can’t tell one 
member of SF’s Vetiver apart from 
another thanks to their 
identical guise of long 
brown locks, beards, and 
aviator shades (with the 
exception of Alissa 
Anderson). 

Still, what a burden to live 
up to in what the plenty hirsute 
Winter Flowers guitarist Christof 
Certik dubbed “the Year of the 
Beard.” And even when there’s plenty 
of psych rock, noise, folk, blues, pop, 
and unclassifiable quality sounds 
going down all around, I hate the 
way that I sometimes fixate on acces- 
sories. But can I be blamed when in 
El Lay, even while strolling round 
Frank Lloyd Wright's idyllic Hollyhock 
House in Barnsdall Art Park, rising 
like a small green, concrete cloud 
above LA’s Los Feliz neighborhood? A 
girl can’t help but feel fairly déclassé 
without a princess dress, watching 
singer-songwriter Marissa Nadler and 
other long-tressed, pretty maids in 
ankle-length granny gowns cluster 
behind the slender string functioning 
as a moat, in an “artists only” area. 

I thought about snapping a pic of 
the charming tableau when I suddenly 
had a classic LA-woman moment — 
that instant a Southland lady scruti- 
nizes you, and you can pretty much 
read the writing on the walls of your 
well-coiffed, perfectly decked-out 
watcher’s mind: “I can’t believe what a 
slob you are. How dare you not spring 
for plastic surgery, you pig?” Where’s 
the princess-dress armor or cloak of 
invisibility when you need it? 

Despite those flashes of geography- 
based insecurity, I have to confess that 
I dug the first annual music fest. It was 
a lot like; well, the newsprint the pub- 
lication so beautifully embraces and 
embellishes, with art deco swirls and 
rococo kookiness: funky, friendly, lo-fi 
to the point of power outages, and as 
plagued by jankiness as, say, a heavy- 
volume, wattage-dependent Blue 
Cheer concert powered by rodent 
wheels. 


But so what? So even the earliest 
arrivals the first day, Sept. 4, missed 
Geraldine Fibber honchette Carla 
Bozulich’s new band Night Porter 
(with the recently relocated Ches 
Smith) because they were held up in 
the entrance line. So most people stuck 
in the snaking queue to the 300-or-so- 
capacity basement theater (one of 
three stages at the fest) that held most 
of the noisier, exploratory artists, 
missed the seldom-touring Finnish 
progdelic foursome Circle (who 
turned in a better show, playing the 
same songs in the reverse order and 
building to a brain-frying climax 
two days earlier at the Great 
American Music Hall) or the rarely 


sighted Earth (who played longer in 
LA than in SF, with the added bonus 
of SUNN O))) 

There was the vibe, a commonali- 
ty between so many bands looking 
to higher goals (despite the fest’s 
surprisingly subdued political tenor, 
although Food Not Bombs held 
down a booth, and folks sold baked 
goods for Katrina victims). Though 
hardly the gathering of the tribes of 
*67 in Golden Gate Park, Certik 
agreed, the event definitely reverber- 
ated with a “high-minded and spiri- 
tual and community-oriented, liv- 
ing-off-the-grid feeling so rare in 
the city of angles.” 

And there was the fact that all 
these bands were as varied as Arthur 
magazine editor Jay Babcock’s tastes, 
ranging from Lynchian folk-pop- 
sters Lavender Diamond, dubby 
mixmaster Pole, and acoustic guitar 
virtuoso Jack Rose to blues-jazz- 
rock power mavens Fatso Jetson, 
tremulous warbler Josephine Foster, 
and 80-something bluesman T- 
Model Ford. 3 

The Bay was well-represented by 
past and present performers such as 
Devendra Banhart, Comets on Fire, 
Six Organs of Admittance, 
BrightBlack Morning Light, Residual 
Echoes, and Time Flys. And even the 
biggies like Sleater-Kinney and 
Spoon slipped effortlessly into loud- 
er, extended, dronier modes, with 
everyone seemingly taking their cue 
from the noisiest, most chaotic of 
the bunch. Whereas Cat Power’s 
Chan Marshall fixated on the reverb 
on her vocals, Ono, performing with 
son Sean and band, referenced Sonic 
Youth at the start, while the “Kill Yr. 
Idols” elders turned in one of their

most enjoyably feedback-ridden 
performances in an age, with 
Thurston Moore leaping on a stage 
jumper to make even more noise. 

I imagined SY’s playing in dia- 
logue with Magik Markers, during 
which vocalist Elisa “Destruction” 
Ambrogio crawled on, cuddled and 
huddled with, and then dry humped 
her guitar before setting out into the 
seated audience, clambering from 
shoulder to thigh to armrest, while 
speaking in tongues, grabbing fist- 
fuls of hair, and channeling some 
American Indian medicine man. A 
security guard tried to coax 
Ambrogio down, but she managed 
to slide out of his grasp, inspiring 
one listener to do a handstand down 
front. 

Mark Vincent of La Verne, Calif., 
a friend of a friend whom Ambrogio 
stepped on along her path to tran- 
scendence, later e-mailed: “Watching 
the band the Magik 
Markers is little bit like 
sniffing a magic mark- 
er, that is to say that 
there is a strange feel- 
ing of a euphoric high 
followed by nausea and 
a slight headache.” 

But that was all a part of 
Arthurfest — the opportunity to let 
music, art, or crowdsurfing-seated- 
people take you higher, even if the 
sensation shot straight to the tem- 
ples. Ambrogio didn’t quite get the 
standing ovation Merzbow’s Masami 
Akita received shortly afterward. But 
I grew interested in where she stum- 
bles on her spirits when, upon 
meeting her later, she came off as 
quiet, buttoned down, and bookish. 
If the Magik Markers’ performance 
relied almost entirely on 
spectacle, then Merzbow was their 
polar opposite — the Japanese vet- 
eran experimentalist focused on the 
hypnotic and mind-expanding pow- 
ers of sheer, teeth-gnashing noise, 
sans any visuals apart from the sight 
of the man himself, nary a long 
black hair out of place, seated 
behind two Powerbooks, his mouse 
hand the only visible sign of life. 

The bracing austerity of Akita’s 
performance contrasted with 
Comets on Fire the next day. My 
favorite Comets shows have always 
gone off in close quarters like the 
Mile High Club and Hemlock 
Tavern, so it was novel to catch the 
band on a huge outdoor stage in 
broad daylight where they kind of 
tore into the first song and refused 
to let up even when the always- 
outta-hand drummer Utrillo 
Kushner moved to the keyboards 
(someone should let this guy tap 
his inner Elton John and make a 
singer-songwriter pop disc) and 
Noel Harmonson plopped down 
behind the kit. “I just saw Comets 
— that’s all I can take in one day” 
was the finest testimonial over- 


heard from a departing gray-haired 
listener. I later stumble through a 
Comet’s hacky-sack game in my 
haste to catch Devendra Banhart’s 
performance, notable for its jug- 
band glee, the moment the singer- 
songwriter pulled an audience 
member up to play his own tune, 
and its hoard of cute girls in cow- 
boy boots. 

Cute was one word for the petite 
Ono, who had tiny flashlights 
emblazoned with “Onochord” 
passed out before her show, along 
with instructions on how to flash “T 
love you” in Morse Code. She boo- 
gied, strutted, and paraded like an 
indulgent mom at a talent show, 
though she still obviously possessed 
the ability to unsettle and spook, 
ending “Walking on Thin Ice” with 
the'shout, “You killed my man, you 
bastard!” 

That even startled the kids next to 
me who were busy flickering their 
flashlights into their noses and ears, 
looking for blockage. Ono then 
strolled over to Sean, whispered in 
his ear, shrugged, picked up her 
flashlight, and flashed us a little love. 

We loved her right back, right 
through the encore, “Don’t Worry, 
Kyoko.” “T have to tell you the story 
of this song,” Ono began, but didn’t 
go into the fact that she is said to 
have written the song for the daugh- 
ter spirited away by her ex after she 
hooked up with John ‘Lennon. “I 
haven't played it since ...” “1972!” 
yelled John look-alike Sean from the 
side. And her chant — part blue 
boogie, part mantra — to an absent 
daughter began, and maybe we're all 
reconnecting with that missing 
child, as Ono the 72-year-old artist 
shook her hips like it was, well, 72.

Sisterhood is 


weirdly powerful 


It’s a family affair for CocoRosie’s Bianca and Sierra Casady.

n conversation, CocoRosie’s Sierra 
Casady is given to Jong pauses 
more than long answers. But bring 
up the subject of sisterhood — 
specifically the musical bond she 
shares with her younger sibling Bianca 
— and her hesitancy vanishes. One 
trip into the cloistered, perverse 
atmosphere of CocoRosie’s debut 
album, La Maison de Mon Réve 
(Touch and Go), suggests that the New 


York City—based Sierra and Bianca are, ~ 


if not quite conjoined at the hip, at the 
very least in touch with each other on 
an intuitive level most bands ¢an’t 


match, “Absolutely — it’s beyond that,” 


Casady agrees. “It’s very much a soli- 
tary experience, in fact. I feel this way, 


_ and I think [Bianca] feels the same. It’s 


almost like working alone. We really 
tune into the game source, our inspira- 
tion streaming from one reservoir of 
thinking and feeling” 

While it’s easy to curl up beneath the 
loosely threaded quilts of sound on La 
Maison, the Casady sisters seem like the 
type of hosts who might slip a trippy 
narcotic into your tea. Their new 
album, Noah’s Ark (Touch and Go), has 
amore restless feel than their debut — 
the scratchy, tiny, Victrola-sounding 
yocals of La Maison sometimes give 
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way to a more naturalistic recording 
style. The album still doesn’t quite cap- 
ture CocoRosie’s live spell-casting tal- 
ents. Onstage, Sierra’s classically trained 
voice is an apt counterpoint for 
Bianca’s singing style, which suggests a 
cute-looking but fierce creature with 
spiky hair and sharp teeth angrily 
roused from hibernation. Her delivery 
adds humor and menace to a song like 
La Maison’s “Madonna,” which 
expresses a stalking sinner’s lust for 
Jesus’s mom while accusing her of 
smoking cigars in a preacher's car. 

For older sis Sierra, CocoRosie has 


_ been an opportunity to step outside 


the strictures of operatic schooling. 
“Due to my age [Sierra is 25; Bianca 
is 23], there was a stereotype about 
what I should be singing,” she says. 
“Just because I was young, people 
wanted to think of me in lighthearted 
Mozart roles.” One can also rest 
assured that few of her former class- 
mates employ toys as a major part of 
their compositions — both La 
Maison and Noah’s Ark utilize chil- 
dren’s trinkets as an odd strain of 
percussion, punctuating melodies 
with rusty-sounding squawks, gob- 
bles, and cock-a-doodle-dos. 

“When we started making music in 
Paris, we'd incorporate any type of 
object that was around us in the 
room, Sierra elaborates when asked 
about this instrumental quirk. “If we 
went out — which was kind of rare — 
we might pass by the antique flea mar- 
ket and see some little toy that caught 
our eye. Ever since then we've been 
collecting toys everywhere we go. We 
have some really romantic old Speak 
’n’ Spells from the ’80s.” 

Needless to say, CocoRosie’s influ- 
ences and ingredients are disparate. 
The potency of cinema plays a role in 
one of La Maison’s oddest, most effec- 
tive songs, “Lyla.” Partly inspired by 
Lukas Moodysson’s Lilya 4-ever, the 
piano ballad is sung from the perspec- 
tive of.a bereft and exhausted woman | 
who is propositioned by a man who 
thinks she’s a prostitute from 
Yugoslavia. “It’s not Yugoslavia at all,” 
she responds to his “where-you-from?” 
cluelessness, her answer doubling as a 
personal rejection and a reference to 
an eastern Europe lost to capitalism. 
The encounter reminds “Lyla”’s pro- 
tagonist of a certain movie about a girl 
who “ate McDonalds all day,’ though 
CocoRosie slightly alter the spelling of 
her name. “It was a very impactful , 
movie,’ Sierra says when asked about 
Lilya 4-ever. “At the time we lived in 
Paris, in the northern part of the city. 
My sister had bleached-blond hair at 
the time, and despite the fact that she 

“wasn't dressed very provocatively, peo- 
ple often thought she was a prostitute 
—a prostitute from Yugoslavia.” - 

A trick-turning outlaw sensibility 
reappears on Noah’s Ark’s “Beautiful 
Boyz,” a duet in which Bianca growls 
and yowls around the overripe plum- 
pudding voice of Antony from Antony 
and the Johnsons. The track pays hom- 
age to a famous literary outlaw. “It was 
through our travels in Europe that we 
really got into Genet,” Casady says. 
“With [Noah’s Ark], he was maybe our 
strongest muse, if you could say we 
had one. We both love his writing so 
much, but it’s the story of his life that 
really moved us.” 

One could argue that Genet’s influ- 
ence seeps out of “Beautiful Boyz” and 
into the next song on Noah's Ark, a 
portrait of a Brooklyn block beatdown 
titled “South 2nd.” Both songs have a 
fascination with rough trade. “We feel 

_ like dangerous, beautiful boys.our- 


selves sometimes,” Sierra says. 
“Especially during the making of the 
album, we felt we were these rough 
sailors cruising the world looking for 
other beautiful boys. We had a few 
thoughts, like ‘Damn, just because we 
don’t have a penis, that doesn’t make 
us girls? We really feel that way.” 

Any San Franciscan can tell you that 
sometimes the most beautiful boys are 
girls. That might explain the mascara 
mustaches the Casady sisters have been 
known to sport onstage and in photos, 
just one of many humorously sexy, 
twisted elements in CocoRosie’s sights 
and sounds. The cover of Noah’s Ark is 
a painting by Bianca that calls to mind 
a recent booklet by local artist Sy, who 
is definitely too underground for 
Bianca to have stolen the idea from — 
rest assured that these two women’s 
distinct depictions of unicorns fucking 
each other are an example of strange 
synchronicity. Whereas Sy’s rutting 
beasts are accompanied by funny 
sound effects, Casady adds her own 
touch to a unicorn three-way: One 
horsey creature seems to be vomiting a 
rainbow of little tear-shaped droplets. 

Noah’s Ark features cameo appear- 
ances by some of CocoRosie’s prime 
neo-folk contemporaries; in addition to 
Antony, Diane Gluck makes an appear- 
ance, and Devendra Banhart lends 
vocals — via phone — to a song 
(“Brazilian Sun”). Sierra views the kin- 
ship among these artists as “some kind 
of higher collective-consciousness 
thing,” but there’s no denying that 
CocoRosie — who tend to polarize 
audiences — possess an irreverence 
that’s brasher than even Banhart at his 
goofiest. On tracks such as La Maison’s 
“Jesus Loves Me” and Noah’s Ark’s 
“Armageddon,” they derive a special joy 
from shining a harsh spotlight on; then 
mis- or reinterpreting, the racist and 
sexist prejudices bound up in Christian 
faith.

By Jana Rogers 


ontrary to appearances at 

most rock shows, rock ’r roll 

is, at its origins, a black art 

form. Chuck Berry, Little 

Richard, James Brown, Etta 
James, and Jimi Hendrix, to name 
just a few, were pioneers in the 
genre, and in more recent times, 
artists like Fishbone, Bad Brains, 
Lenny Kravitz, Mos Def, and 
J’Davey have been keeping up the 
tradition. Lately black rock ’n’ roll 
groups are making a resurgence: 
Living Colour recently finished a 
new album and is currently touring, 
and with the self-release of their 
debut, The Missing Piece (Sitp), 
Oakland’s Sistas in the Pit are also, 
as bassist Kofy Brown said, “taking 
it back to the roots” of rock. 

And take it back they have. Sistas 
— also including guitarist Anita 
“Pa” Lofton and drummer Ieela 
Grant — have been making music 
individually since they were very 
young: Brown is a well-known R&B 
and soul artist and Lofton an inter- 
nationally renowned house DJ. “I’ve 
been a rocker since I was nine and 
have been DJing since I was twelve,” 
said Lofton, sitting with her band- 
mates outside a popular coffee shop 
on Piedmont Avenue in Oakland. 
That experience shows on The 
Missing Piece, a solid rock release 
that reflects the three women’s deep 
musical knowledge and diverse 
influences, which range from Chaka 
Khan to Nirvana. 

_There’s.a hardcore track, “Liar”s « 


the blues-inspired “Walkin’ Cane”; 
an acoustic guitar—driven folk-rock 
tune, “Open”; and then there’s 
“Beautiful,” which is just that. Its 
slow, rhythmic, and sexy sound 
showcases how in the pocket these 
three musicians are, after playing 
together for only two-and-a-half 
years. Other songs, like “Black 
Girl,” demonstrate how unified the 
Sistas are on the subject of the 
invisibility of black women in rock 
music. Amid heavy guitars and a 
Passionate attack, Brown asks in 
sultry tones, “Black Girls rockin’ 
the microphone / Ain’t got no 
place to call our own / Just got to 
do what we feel inside / Should we 
stay or should we run and hide?” 
The triumphant answer is, “Black 
girls in America / We’re going to 
rock ’r roll.” 

Sistas recently performed at the 
Michigan Womyn’s Music Festival, 
which brings together female play- 
ers from all over the country, and, 
as Brown told me, they realized 
“there are lots of sistas in the pit,” 
and it’s important for them to 
come together. In the interest of 
sister solidarity, the band con- 
tributed a song to The We That 
Sets Us Free: Building a World 
Without Prisons (self-released), a 
new benefit compilation for Justice 
Now (www.jnow.org), an Oakland 
legal teaching clinic that helps 
female prisoners work toward bet- 
ter health care access, parental 
rights, and sentence mitigation. 


The project inspired “Breathe” as 
well as The Missing Piece’s hidden 
track, “Women on the Inside,” 
which begins with the sounds of 
police sirens and a deep, funky 
bass line and tells of the dangers 
faced by incarcerated women (the 
fastest-growing portion of the 
prison population). Eventually 
Sistas would like to play for female 
prisoners to share their message 
and offer support. 

They obviously have a lot to 
impart. Leaving Sistas, I came away 
with the distinct impression that 
the band is unique — although they 
reach back to the traditions of black 
rock ’n’ roll, they also have a real 
passion for social justice. They’ve 
distinguished themselves as musi- 
cians and women to be reckoned 
with. They certainly live up to the 
lyrics of “Black Girl”: They’re 
“Black girls rockin’ your world / 
Black girls rockin’ the mic / Black 
girls rockin’ your space / Black girls 
rockin’ through time / Black girls 
rockin’ ya.” It might seem like hype, 
but after listening to their album 
multiple times, I think they might 
be one of the best rock bands com- 
ing out of the Bay right now. What 
is undeniable is the fact that they 
are providing a missing piece in the 
Bay Area’s music scene. %

Chaos and Creation in the Back Yard 
(Capitol) 

When floodwaters close in and everything from 
the Supreme Court to the foundations of FEMA 
seems to be in flux, where does one find solid 
ground? It's hard to imagine two more dis- 
parate artists than age-old mop-top Paul 
McCartney and longtime Bay Area folkster 
Devendra Banhart, but if one really stretches 
hard enough — and these of all times call for 
some serious downward dog crawls — one 
finds eerie commonalities, from the Sgt. 
Pepper's Lonely Hearts Club Band-esque 
cover art of Banhart's new Cripple Crow (star- 
ting Bay Area pals like poet Cedar Sigo, 
Joanna Newsom, Yellow Swans’ Gabriel 
Mindel, and coengineers/coproducers Andy 
Cabic and Noah Georgeson) to a gentle, effort- 
less concern with nature, rain, and critters that 
flit about and fly such as “Jenny Wren,” off 
McCartney's best album in memory, Chaos and 
Creation in the Back Yard, and “Dragonflies” on 
Crow (which depicts, in its cover art, Banhart 
in blackbird costume). And then there’s 
Banhart’s outright shout-out on, natch, “The 
Beatles”: “Paul McCartney and Ringo Starr are 
the only Beatles in the world / Do you feel like 
dancing, are you getting hungry / Do you 
wanna be my girl?” he mumbles with trade- 
mark whimsy. Death, as well as chaos and 
creation, loom so clearly, we've got to get back 
to the garden, and if not that biblical, or 
Summer of Love, garden, then at least a famil- 
iar one, out back and populated by friends. 

A sense of intimacy pervades both discs — 
with McCartney up-front and center and play- 
ing many of the instruments, unadorned by lit- 
tle apart from Radiohead producer Nigel 
Godrich’s trademark sense of space, and with 
Banhart making sure to mix beautiful, delicate, 
often Spanish-language ballads like “Inaniel” 
with larky whoops, party sounds, echoey cho- 
Tuses, and sing-alongs, so that Cripple Crow 
sounds like his Buddhistic version of What's

Somewhere around 2003, the Brits really began to prick up their 
ears to ragtag psychedelic collectives like No-Neck Blues Band, 
Sunburned Hand of the Man, and Portland, Ore.’s Jackie-O 
Motherfucker. The London mag the Wire dubbed the scene “New 
Weird America” — a descriptor that failed to recognize that the 
community of American musicians wasn’t all that new, necessari- 
ly, In fact, JOMF had been playing with shaman-folk magick for 
close to 10 years at that point and had already released their 
fourth and seventh opuses, Fig. 5 and Liberation, in 2000 and 


2001 respectively. 


Centered on the improvisational folk noodlings of Tom 
Greenwood, Nester Bucket, and Jef Brown, the Jackie-O 
Motherfucker collective (which began as just a duo) took on new 


Going On. In answer to that question, there is a 
party, or hootenanny, going on — as Banhart 
appears to reach out beyond the boundaries of 
his status as a solo, solitary visionary. Cripple 
Crow may not be as immediately riveting as, 
say, his 2002 debut; Oh My Oh My (Young 
God), but its generous length and breadth — 
21 songs long — promise to grow on you, like 
a living, leafy entity. 

In contrast McCartney gets back to the 
can't-miss, melancholia-tinged songwriting of 
Let It Be’s “Two of Us” and “The Long and 
Winding Road.”

injecting some tender irony into phrases like, “!

Wolf Parade 
Apologies to the Queen Mary (Sub Pop) 


Aside from aping tired post-punk influences 
like Gang of Four, is there currently a bigger 
indie-rock cliché than including “wolf” in a 
band name? From noise-niks Wolf Eyes and 
AIDS Wolf to no-wavers We Are Wolves and 
poppy rockers Wolf Colonel, the moniker refus- 
es to die despite reaching a saturation point 
years ago. But of today’s myriad lupine-happy 
acts, Montreal's fractured-pop fiends Wolf 
Parade seem most capable of achieving a level 
of success comparable to, say, their hometown 
pals the Arcade Fire. On the excellent 
Apologies to the Queen Mary, the quartet make 
moody, synth-soaked rock for drunken and 
emotionally taxing nights on the town. Just 
check the rollicking “I'll Believe in Anything,” 
wherein keyboardist Spencer Krug leads a 
strangely celebratory pub sing-along, declar- 
ing, “Nobody knows you, and nobody gives a 
damn.” 

Produced largely by Modest Mouse's Isaac 
Brock — a longtime fan who helped sign them 
to Sub Pop and who, along with the Arcade Fire, 
is an obvious influence — this full-length debut 
achieves the rare feat of sounding grandiose but 
Not pretentious, fun but never frivolous. Credit 
vocalists Krug and Dan Boeckner, who could 
give depth to even the hokiest lyrics — not to 
mention the band’s tightly coiled pop hooks — 
for turning a potentially trad sound into some- 
thing truly remarkable. As with most of the 


players with each new recording. Their early records could be 
as tiny and intricate as they were brash and sprawling, But 
the pair reissued here by ATP/Recordings, a sidecar label for 
the finely curated All Tomorrow's Parties festivals, catches 
the group at their most accessible, Generally, they shy away 
from typically atypical experimentalism that sounds as easily 
made by outsider folkies as it would by Mills grads. 
Traditional song structures emerge, and the down-homey, 
dark prairie ballads “Go Down, Old Hannah” and “Beautiful 
September (We Are Going There),” both on Fig. 5, are almost 
like sweet treats of pop recognition. 

Randomness still plays heavily on the JOMF style, but they 
don't make a habit of haphazardly poking and prodding at 
things for art's sake. Instead, Fig. 5 and Liberation skillfully 
tease out the threads of Old Weird America’s past — 
Oliveros, Fahey, arid Reich among them — and find a con- 
temporary place for them.

Wayne Shorter 
Beyond the Sound Barrier (Verve) 


Of Miles Davis and his oft-muted trumpet, not 
much needs to be said. The same goes for 
most members of his second great quintet, 
whose subsequent careers can be summa- 
rized with single words: Drummer Tony 
Williams epitomized power, bassist Ron 
Carter is synonymous with steadiness, and 
pianist Herbie Hancock conjures up inquisi- 
tiveness. But unlike his compatriots, Wayne 
Shorter remains a mystery. He possesses two 
distinct voices, on soprano and tenor saxo- 
phone, the latter echoing the bursting incan- 
descence of John Coltrane and the humor of 
Sonny Rollins. Among living jazz composers, 
his stature may be rivaled by only Hancock, 
Kenny Wheeler, and Carla Bley. Yet he often 
places himself in the background: Joe 
Zawinul wrote much of the material for their 
group, Weather Report. 

Beyond the Sound Barrier, the second live 
recording by Shorter’s new acoustic quartet, 
further reflects this enigmatic quality. At times 
the performances are impenetrable because of 
their difficulty, even as the post-bop bursts with 
freedom, wit, and vitality. Many of the tunes 
have extended running times beyond six min- 
utes — they start open and slow, then end 
with explosions. “Smilin’ Through” begins with 
a short saxophone motif before John Patitucci’s 
bass ominously rumbles in place with a repeat- 
ed note. Danilo Perez’s piano enters the picture, 
and soon he, Patitucci, and superdrummer 
Brian Blade swirl around Shorter's melodic 
fragment. Then the band takes off with a sinu- 
ous vamp that echoes the fragment in surpris- 
ing ways. One dramatic recasting changes Felix 
Mendelssohn's lied “On Wings of Song” into 
jazz. There are no clear solos, but the constant- 
ly shifting textures exhibit a collective freedom 
and comfort with the unexpected. 

Other highlights include the new composi- 
tion “As Far As the Eye Can See,” the short, 
improvised “Tinker Bell,” on which Patitucci 
plays nice arco lines, and the awesomely 
cinematic “Beyond the Sound Barrier.” 
Actually, all the cuts on the record are of 
consistently high quality, but their deep-set 
mystery will make them difficult to compre- 
hend for jazz novices without repeated lis- 
tening. Those who persevere, however, will 
follow Shorter into unexplored sonic 
domains.

Brazil’s musical heavy hitters, Celso 
Fonseca has long been one of the 
country’s most prolific artists, yet 
his work has only recently gained 
recognition outside the Luso-Brazil- 
ian diaspora. Featuring breezy vo- 
cals and precise guitar work, Fonse- 
ca’s second international release, 
Rive Gauche Rio (Ziriguiboom/Six 
Degrees Records), is a musical love 
letter to two of the world’s most ro- 
mantic cities, Paris and his native 
Rio de Janeiro.

Music, four airports 
By Ken Taylor 


fter returning from a recent trip to Detroit, and having lugged a stereo re- 
Ae: laptop, and desktop computer between here and there, I'm tempted 

{to drop that “| just flew in from wherever” joke on you ‘cause seriously, my 
arms are a bit tired. But that’s about as funny as flying gets for me. Despite the 
amount of time | spend in airports these days, | doubt I’ll ever get used to the 
ups and downs of air travel. However, I've managed to put together a pretty 
cute ensemble for my cross-country adventures. | start with some rather stylish 
balance-maintaining bracelets, screw in a pair of depressurizing earplugs, and 
cloak myself in an oh-so-flattering hoodie to keep warm. My poisons for the 
duration of travel are many, beginning with a little nose candy, a.k.a. saline 
nasal spray, and continuing on to a constant drip of Canada Dry, Dramamine, 
and really gross mini-pretzels. 

What flying does offer me — and plenty of other music writers who've been ne- 
glecting their piles (the precariously stacked towers of “No, | haven't yet listened to 
it” promo CDs that adorn their desks) — is a chance to hear what's actually been 
going on musically for the last couple months. (We tend to spend more time tapping 
at keyboards than taking in tunes.) And with the prospect of meeting up with friends 
back home, | certainly didn’t want to be the only guy who hadn't yet heard the new 
Matthew Dear or Adult. albums. 

Adult.’s Gimmie Trouble (Thrill Jockey) probably isn’t the best record for taking 
you over the hills without a niggling sensation that something bad is going to hap- 
pen. Stopping over in Denver always freaks me out, with the mountains and all, but 
tracks like “Thought | Choked” and “Bad Ideas” just kinda made it worse. Don’t get 
me wrong. | love me some Adult., but this one finds vocalist Nicola Kuperus throw- 
ing her voice in every direction imaginable. One moment she’s channeling a pos- 
sessed banshee, and the next she’s just humming along like no one’s listening. As 
exhilarating as the variances are, the heavily sedated me was in no place to rock out 
on that 777. And no, | wasn’t about to temp fate with their last disc, Anxiety Always 
(Ersatz Audio). 

| popped in Dear’s new record, Suckfish (Spectral), produced under the Audion 
guise, and let its plonky rhythms do some therapeutic cloud busting. (Full disclosure: | 
did PR for Dear’s False records on Plus 8.) “Vegetables” is an electrical storm of soft 
near-melodies and manipulated white noise, punctuated at the end with Dear’s fil- 
tered account of someone cutting and stinging herself with pepper juice. He hasn't 
lost his sense of humor, to be sure. “Your Place or Mine,” “Titty Fuck,” “Rubber,” and 
“Just Fucking” look pretty playful written on the back of the disc, but they're hardly 
the porno soundtracks that each title suggests. Instead, Suckfish ping-pongs be- 
tween hard analog synths and house and acid bass lines for the perfect beat to take 
us over Chicago. With an hour left, | had just enough time to breeze through the ex- 
perimental house sounds of Andy Vaz’s Live in Detroit (Persistent Bit) and Isolee’s 
Wearemonster (Playhouse) to prime myself for the weekend’s Paxahau seventh an- 
niversary party in Detroit featuring their fellow German residents Monolake and 
Richie Hawtin (for whom | once worked — the disclosure never stops). In the end, | 
was only able to stay for about an hour of said event, but friends tell me that Hawtin’s 
stop at Mezzanine earlier that week, on Sept. 2, was quite a late-night blowout. 

The flight back affords me a pleasant stop at Chicago’s O’Hare Airport, where, be- 
tween hours spent at Hudson News and Chili's, | discovered the Chicago Airport 
Music Program — a joint project between WBEZ and the City of Chicago’s Aviation 
Department that promotes the city’s musicians — and enjoyed the installation of 
Brian Eno’s Ambient One: Music for Airports (EEG) in the underground walkway be- 
tween United’s B and C concourses. 

The leg from ORD to SFO kept the atmospheric tone flowing with some Bay Area 
flavor courtesy of Sutekh’s new remix compilation, Born Again (Leaf). Sure, it’s not 
exactly ambient, with new takes on techno practitioners Ben Nevile and Chessie, but 
Seth Horvitz’s interpretations of Anmoncontact’s and Hanne Hukkelberg’s entries 
pay Eno an homage of sorts. One connection leads to another as | end the flight with 
Actual Jakshun’s Sequential Circus EP (more disclosure: | worked at Minus too, 
Hawtin’s Windsor, Ontario, label, which released this one). Jakshun may be from SF, 
but his sleek Detroit-style minimalism on these four tracks reminds me that the 
space between the West Coast and my old hometown gets smaller every day. And 
that icy yet warm, tingly feeling works better than any ginger ale and motion-sick- 
ness tablet cocktail ever could. +

Skygreen Leopards 
Great American Music Hall, Sept. 8 
T= who take things lightly handle being dumped with almost-scripted resolve 


and console themselves by staying in and watching reruns of Laguna Beach. But for 

.a soul with a heavy heart, there’s nothing more soothing than psychedelic folk-pop in 
the belly of the hip pirate’s galleon known as the Great American Music Hall. As the ship 
lilted on lazy seas and a storm went off inside my head, the Skygreen Leopards played 
along with droning guitars, pinched and breathy vocals, and a knowing rhythm section 
just along for the ride. Whether practiced or improvised, the sudden pauses and truncat- 
ed builds of the songs untied my tightly knotted heartstrings by uncovering the elegance 
of the unexpected. The first time all the instruments cut out, leaving only vocalist-guitarist 
Donovan Quinn's acoustic picking, the quivering of the music was almost tangible. 

The Leopards are not a rock band: They are unthreatening and charmingly shy. A sure- 
fire way to draw an audience into a performance is to project a personality that inspires 
envious fantasies in the listeners, but that night ! was grateful that the Leopards came 
across as simply earnest musicians with some wisdom to impart. Recovering from a re- 
cent de-spousing, | was comforted that | didn’t feel the need to be like the Leopards in 
order to get my true love back, and that | wasn’t worried someone like them was going to 
snatch her up in my absence. The group's arresting quality lies in their ability to lift you 
above the weight of desire, however briefly, instead of indulgently fulfilling escapist 
yearnings. 

Escapism or no, from the band’s first strums, the pirate ship scene was quickly re- 
placed by rolling hills and sleepy countryside. Wearing plaid flannel and the kind of hat 
that goes with galoshes, vocalist Glenn Donaldson cut a large figure for one possessing a 
voice so thin and vulnerable. Ubiquitous in the Leopards’ folk scene, the cofounder of the 
Jewelled Antler Collective counts Thuja, Blithe Sons, Franciscan Hobbies, Birdtree, and 
Ivytree among his stable of projects. The reverb on his ruby electric 12-string painted the 
tall grass meadows that the rest of the instruments played in. He seemed to focus intent- 
ly on the electric, while later on he sassily swung his acoustic guitar around. Quinn, Don- 
aldson’s vocal counterpart, subtly called the shots by leading the way through dramatic 
pauses. He chimed in on the first half of the set with a 12-string acoustic and then on a 
lived-in looking Tele. 

Bassist Shayde Sartin hung out in the back of the stage by the drums with his flower 
power-era Vox. Generating a modest bottom-end murmur, his understated presence 
supplemented the intimacy of the performance. Drummer Christine Boepple, a petite 
siren in a black vest and long black hair, delivered a delicate smattering of brushes on the 
kit. She reminded me of an oil painting that you get sucked into if you stare at it too long. 

People generally associate psychedelic or folky music with an attempt to relive or in- 
voke the simplicity or energy of previous eras, but the Leopards’ songs flow from a 
strange and moving shade of the present. Theirs is music that could only grow out of 
today, and it seems to hold secrets to finding serene landscapes among the jarring an- 
gles of isolation and uncertainty all too common in city life. 

The crowd looked like | probably did, a little ragged but attentive and appreciative 
nonetheless. They seemed like the type of listeners who might regularly stir up the sedi- 
ment of honesty that tends to sink to the bottom of San Francisco's creative cauldron. To- 
ward the middle of the set, the room started to fill up and a low roar of voices grew in the 
back, but the 30 or 40 people up front were hooked. 

| don’t know if the Leopards are a relief from this town or from heartbreak, or if those 
are even two different things. But their at once timely and timeless poetry, squeezed 
through contemplative harmonies, may be just enough to sweep the toilet paper and 
needles from the street and sprinkle a little change in every panhandler’s cup. May be 
enough to say we're sorry and start over. And may be enough to tum this ship around and 
head for shore. 

Who knows if that’s what the Leopards were singing about, but that’s what they made 
me think about, and maybe there's no difference. Skygreen Leopards play with Whysp 
and the Bunwinkies Sept. 22, Hote!

And by showing art surrounded by 
high-quality modern furniture and vintage 
clothing, they also provide a less intimi- 
dating way to look at art. “Tim and Anna 
Misuse mixedUSE” features work by re- 
cent MFA graduates Anna Maltz (Califor- 
nia College of the Arts) and Tim Sullivan 
(San Francisco Art Institute).

a previous exhibition as well, their work resonates with each other and within the space. Maitz’s Hoodpattern 
#1—#5, a series of altered '80s clothing-pattern envelopes, is given context by the racks of vintage ’80s clothing 
for sale nearby. Maltz has altered the pattern envelopes by adding matching hoods to the outfits pictured. With 
small, rectangular eyeholes, the hoods look like a kind of American burka or something out of Margaret Atwood’s 
The Handmaid's Tale. Somehow Maltz has managed to normalize this look as if it's the way the garments always 
were. Also on view is Maltz’s exquisitely crafted Columbine and Co., a series of three handmade hoods for the 
Italian pantomime characters Pierrot, Harlequin, and Columbine. In most of Tim Sullivan's narrative photographs, 
the artistserves as the drama’s protagonist, but unlike contemporary artists who've worked in this vein (Cindy 
Sherman, Paul McCarthy, et al), Sullivan doesn’t conceal his identity. Since Sullivan tends toward the humorous, 
positioning himself as the primary character doesn’t feel as contrived as it sounds. What is refreshing about 
mixedUSE’s concept is that the gallery exposes emerging contemporary artists to multiple audiences — and 
shows that art doesn’t always have to match the furniture.

puppets themselves, ingeniously conjured 
from the most unassuming garage sale 
items by an expertly choreographed en- 
semble of found-object-manipulators clad 
in black. The puppet theater, now in resi- 
dence at the Marsh, currently has up a 
timely revival of its simple but enthralling 
piece about the US forced internment of 
120,000 Japanese Americans during World 
War II. As a tea setting springs cleverly and 
decisively to life, the illusion cast remains 
an intimate story, the perspective of a sin- 
gle mother and her two boys uprooted and 
relocated with thousands of other families 
(over half the internees were children) as 
potential enemies of the state. The humor- 
ous sword game the brothers play, then, has 
its perverse corollary beyond the barbed 
wire and their mother’s gentle domain. 
Never is this as eloquently expressed as 
when a paper airplane becomes the bomb- 
ing run over Japan — in the increasing 
brutalizing of civilians made typical by that 
war, the destruction of families corre- 
sponds to the unsettling of a larger moral 
balance.

“We live in paradise,” 
declares one member of Trailer Town, Mis- 
souri, a squalid little cluster of wood-and- 
aluminum hovels on muddy cinder blocks 
just across the road from a defunct road- 
side attraction called Big Hole. Playwright 
and director Pritchard’s task is to make us 
almost believe the paradise part by the end 
— that, and to make us laugh as much as 
possible at (and with) the local yokels as 
they reckon with the paradise-threatening 
presence of a mysterious stranger, known 
colloquially as “the man with the tie.” In 
short, Pritchard, a comedy writer for Fox 
TV, and her irresistible cast of seasoned 
actor-comedians succeed admirably; one 
might almost say surprisingly well, given 
the familiar ground occupied by Trailer 
Town (somewhere on the road between, 
for instance, Hee Haw and Wigfield). 
Arranged as a set of more-or-less discrete 
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scenes connected by the well-worn but, 
here, well-delivered (and ever, topical) 
through-line of “evil corporation versus 
the little people,” the generally fine comic 
writing is thin in places, but the actors 
(several in double roles) serye up a 
comedic feast of wry, ridiculous, and care- 
fully etched performances splayed on 
Michael Meehan’s excellent trailer park set 
(itself a truly trashy treat). (Avila)

Through 
Oct 15, The American Dream is a night- 
mare from which playwright Edward Albee 
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has been trying to wake us all. Four decades 
before The Goat began pushing past every- 
body’s comfort zones, Albee’s most famous 
play scathingly unmasked the shallow opti- 
mism and propriety of the 1950s with a lit- 
tle game of “get the guests.” In this domes- 
tic, if hardly domesticated, scenario — 
proving as vital as ever in Actors Theatre’s 
taut and terrific production — a young bi- 
ologist (Daniel Hart Donoghue) and his re- 
pressed wife (Tara Donoghue) accept a 
late-night invitation to drinks at the home 
of a middle-aged couple, George (Christian 
Phillips) and Martha (Julia McNeal), un- 
wittingly stepping into a marital battle 
zone of Cold War proportions. Set at a 
small New England college in “New 
Carthage,” and written the year of the 
Cuban Missile Crisis, the willful explosion 
of private lives in a seemingly staid aca- 
demic home comes freighted with “public” 
viciousness stretching back centuries. 
Characters so drunk and yet so wonderful- 
ly, savagely articulate, however, don’t pro- 
duce tragedy so much as what Albee him- 
self called “grotesque comedy,” while keen 
direction from Keith Phillips and Kenneth 
Vandenberg and four perfectly pitched per- 
formances play it to the hilt.

(Bryan Hicks) at work in Panama as a 
hired laborer on the new canal who even- 
tually asks for her hand in marriage, all 
these relationships come in for some subtle 
wear and strain. The storyline, fresh and 
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intriguing for the most part, has its less be- 
lievable as well as more predictable aspects 
in the second act, but overall this is a sharp 
and engaging drama of subtle movements 
and moments. (Avila)

As directors Jonathan 
Moscone and Sean Daniels ready part two 
of the six-plus-hour saga for its August 
opening, part one is deftly and exuberantly 
under way, such that its three-and-a-half- 
hour running time only whets the appetite 
for more. A beautifully detailed production 
all around, Nickleby is a delicate mixture of 
high comedy, searing social critique, and 


melodramatic pathos that benefits not least 
from brilliant casting, beginning with the 
excellent Stephen Barker Turner as the hero 
Nicholas, an ingenuous and stalwart young 
man who — after the financial ruin of his 
late father throws him, his mother (Nancy 
Carlin), and his sister (Susannah Schulman) 
into destitution — must make his way in an 
alternately brutal and wondrous world peo- 
pled by villains, victims, and eccentrics. Part 
one is staged with a winning balance of art- 
ful pageantry and focused intimacy, and 
played with great finesse by a large and 
multifaceted ensemble who somehow man- 
age to make it all look easy. Part two: While 
part two doesn’t hang together quite as well 
as part one — the storyline and dramatic 
pacing can feel fractured and uneven over 
the course of its (highly edited) three-plus 
hours — it still amounts to a charming and 
rousing evening, bringing Dickens’ addic- 
tive tale to a generally satisfying conclusion 
as Nicholas returns to London to reunite 
and defend his embattled family.

The Exorcism of Emily Rose Based on 
the real-life story of German student An- 
neliese Michel, who died during a 1976 ex- 
orcism ritual, The Exorcism of Emily Rose 
updates the action to present-day America 
and focuses on the trial of Father Moore 
(Tom Wilkinson), the priest charged with 
negligent homicide in the girl’s death. The 
prosecutor (Campbell Scott) aims to prove 
that wholesome college freshman Emily 
Rose (Jennifer Carpenter) suffered from 
epilepsy and died because Moore encour- 
aged her to pursue spiritual, not medical, 
treatment. Meanwhile, defense attorney 
Erin Bruner (Laura Linney) must gather 
enough evidence to support Moore’s belief 
that the teenager was possessed by several 
very pissed-off demons, including good ol’ 
Lucifer himself. The top-drawer cast was 
clearly lured by the film’s meatier themes 
— faith versus science is a key topic in the 
courtroom scenes — and Emily Rose’s 
muscular (if flashback-heavy) plot elevates 
it above most shriek-of-the-week flicks. Of 
course, what'll really lure audiences are the 
scare tactics, which inevitably crib from 
The Exorcist (and, oddly, The Amityville 
Horror), though they’re PG-13 sanitized 
for your protection. Still, between all the 
black-eyed apparitions and Carpenter’s 
creepy performance, Emily Rose does deliv- 
er some decent jolts. (1:38) Century Plaza, 
Century 20, Grand Lake, Presidio, Shattuck.

The 40-Year-Old Virgin Though Wedding 
Crashers has its moments of Vince-

classic moments. Freaks and Geeks guru 
Judd Apatow makes his feature-directing 
debut, with a script cowritten by star Steve 
Carell (The Daily Show). It’s all there in the 
title: Andy (Carell) has never done the 
deed; he’s so blandly nice that an acquain- 
tance is moved to observe, “I’m pretty sure 
he’s a serial murderer.” After they discover 
his secret, Andy’s well-meaning coworkers 
(Paul Rudd, Romany Malco, and Seth 
Rogan) attempt to steer him into debauch- 
ery, leading to comic high points involving 
porn, apple bongs, manscaping, and the 
following advice on how to talk to a 
woman: “Be David Caruso in Jade!” Of 
course, as it turns out, Andy doesn't really 
need their help, winning over single mom 
Trish (Catherine Keener) despite his bla- 
tant dorkiness. Though Virgin eventually 
reaches a predictable climax, the path it 
takes to get there — crude enough to in- 
clude puke humor, random enough for a 
running Michael McDonald joke, and guf- 
faw-inducing throughout — is well worth 
it.

Junebug Junebug is a movie about cul- 
ture clash that itself benefits from creative 
clash. Director Phil Morrison and screen- 
writer Angus MacLachlan are on almost 
entirely different pages despite the fact that 
they’re both North Carolinians — and the 
tension between them lends the film tex- 
ture and depth it might never have had 
otherwise. Too thin, too refined, too 
friendly and faux-casual in learned ways, 
Brit émigré Madeleine (Embeth Davidtz) 
is a dealer for a Chicago art gallery. After a 
whirlwind romance, she marries hand- 
some, younger George (Alessandro 
Nivola), and business soon lures her down 
to his native North Carolina: There’s a 
folk-art painter she’s desperate to sign asa 
client before the rest of the dealer world 
“discovers” him. While down thataway, 
there’s naturally no reason the couple 
shouldn't spend some quality time with 
George’s family as well. Winning over the 
clan she’s married into, however, doesn’t 
go so smoothly for Madeleine, Least happy 
to see George home is sibling Johnny 
(Benjamin McKenzie), who takes his frus- 
tration out on his heavily pregnant wife, 
Ashley (Amy Adams), a breathless fountain 
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of gee-whiz amid the dry-creek emotions 
of her adopted family. If MacLachan’s 
work is naturalistic to an almost vérité de- 
gree, that of Morrison is abstract, self-con- 
scious, and mannered to the brink of ruin. 
He risks being too much of a conservatory 
artiste to suit the working-class “real” peo- 
ple he takes as dramatic subjects — yet 
somehow all these affectations end up en- 
riching the material.

The 
biggest laughs come from some dull fart- 
ing jokes, and most of the rest rely on 
Levy’s delivery of phrases like “he’s my 
bitch.” Jackson is really.about all The Man 
has going for it, and considering he, too 
seems clearly aware of that fact, on the 
whole it falls way short.

(Odes) 
March of the Penguins Pity the emperor 
penguin. His name is glorious, but his lot 
in life — as incredulously documented by 
Luc Jacquet and narrated with morbid 
amusement by Morgan Freeman — is one 
of unrelenting duty and sacrifice.

Too much 
of this set is a desultory series of weak “So, 
what's in the news today?” jokes, pre- 
dictably tapping audience outrage at “the 
most embarrassing president in history,” 
stroking their fur with a lot of references to 
the gay-marriage issue, and so forth. These 
are hot topics, but this time they stir sur- 
prisingly little comic invention. And Cho 
now takes herself rather too seriously as 
spokesperson for the beleaguered left — 
the sentiments are laudable, but she ex- 
presses her politics as crudely as the 
glibbest right-wing pundits do. You know 
somebody’s running out of ideas when they 
resort to jokes starting “You know you're in 
a gay neighborhood when ...”

Tony Takitani With his coolly restrained 
new film, director Jun Ichikawa manages 
to visualize at least two unseen and less- 
than-celebrated aspects of modern Japan- 
ese life that are so ubiquitous they're prac- 
tically hiding in plain sight: shopping ad- 
diction and an obsession with all things 
Audrey Hepburn. In a scene that echoes 
Funny Face’s makeover scenes and fashion- 
shoot montages, Rie Miyazawa — playing 
Hisako, a waitress who’s just been hired to 
be the title character’s housekeeper and the 
double for his deceased wife, Eiko (also 
Miyazawa) — paws through rack upon 
rack of designer clothing in the dead 
woman’s huge walk-in closet. The emo- 
tionally illiterate Tony Takitani (actor and 
writer Issey Ogata) has his work cut out 
from him in Ichikawa’s adaptation of 
Haruki Murakami’s short story. Takitani is

only triggers a fear of loss. Complicating 
matters is the fact that Eiko, the otherwise 
perfect housewife, is also compulsively ac- 
quisitive. Tony Takitani humbly hoists a 
perfect cold, sad cocktail to a life, a 
lifestyle, that’s almost shocking in its ba- 
nality, its singular notes on class difference.

Winter Soldier Made in 1972, Winter Sol- 
dier has the otherworldly yet firmly earth- 
bound immediacy of the best documen- 
taries of its era, in particular, the black-and- 
white work of William Klein, Frederick 
Wiseman, and the Maysles brothers. Voices 
and faces are the main ingredients here: The 
participants in the Winter Soldier investiga- 
tion testify to the atrocities they witnessed 
and took part in while in Vietnam. Com- 
bined, their statements become an over- 
whelming litany, one of the most horrifying 
and emotionally wrenching indictments of 
war recorded on film. This is no Oliver 
Stone leap into Samuel Barber—scored hero- 
ic tragedy, just an unflinchingly clear-eyed 
extended gaze at military-brand, all-Ameri- 
can inhumanity — the racism, emotionally 
cauterized machismo, and governmental 
evil that results in mass bloodshed. When 
109 Vietnam veterans and 16 civilians gath- 
ered at a Howard Johnson’s in Detroit to 
discuss a war that was still raging, the media 
reacted with skepticism, if at all. If a collec- 
tive of filmmakers — including people 
who've gone on to put history on celluloid 
in Harlan County, USA; Regret to Inform; 
and The Word Is Out — hadn't been present, 
the human impact of war would not have 
been captured.

‘Lord of War’ 


A-bomb? 


ord of War could present a make-or-break situation for Andrew Niccol, whose 

first film, Gattaca, was as interesting as his second film, Simone, wasn't. 

Though the writer-director usually looks to the future for inspiration, Lord of 
Waris set in the years immediately following the end of the cold war — big- 
bang time for Yuri Orlov (Nicolas Cage), an enterprising, Ukraine-born New Yorker 
who realizes his special gift lies in illegal arms dealing. Similar in structure to 
Blow — another as-years-go-by look at an international crook who manages to 
be both sympathetic and corrupt — but not as lousy with period details, Lord of 
War follows Yuri’s rise, and rise, and rise in his chosen profession. At his apex he 


adds tanks and rocket launchers to his product line (thanks to family connections 


in the old country), and begins doing frequent business with Liberia’s bloodthirsty 


dictator. It's a jazzy enough concept for a movie, and the cast — which also in- 
cludes Jared Leto as Yuri’s druggie brother; Bridget Moynahan as Yuri’s oblivious 
trophy wife; and Ethan Hawke as Yuri’s Interpol nemesis — is nearly as pretty as 
Niccol’s flashy visual style. But Lord of War and Niccol ultimately falter, thanks in 
part to the film’s breakneck pace, which zooms through the 1980s and ’90s like 
a highlight reel of Yuri’s misdeeds. As a result, character development gets the 
shaft, unless you’re willing to accept Yuri's pithy voice-overs — stuffed with con- 
trived little nuggets like “Forget gang wars. The real money is in actual wars!” —

Junk (and) food 


ortland, Ore., is the land of reuse — as re- 

flected in the town’s treasure trove of junk, 

thrift, and secondhand emporiums. Recently 

my girlfriend and I drove up there with two 

simple goals: hitting the best junk shops in 
town and seeking nourishment at suitable intervals 
from some of Portland’s best breakfast joints. 

Why breakfast? Because Portland is also the land 
of excellent a.m. dining, as exemplified by places 
like the bistro-esque Bread and Ink, on an up-and- 
coming thoroughfare transitioning between hippie 
and hipster; or the small, noisy Stepping Stone 
Café, near the supertrendy 23rd Street shopping 
district. The town’s enviable selection suggests that 
Portlanders like to kick off their industrious Satur- 
days with a good square meal, and we took full ad- 
vantage of the situation. 

Portland is sliced in half by the Willamette River, 
which runs north-south through town, and then 
halved again by the east-west Burnside Street. The 
west side includes downtown and some trendily 
upscale hoods. Given our mission, we mostly 
stayed on the east side — which, for a point of ref- 
erence, is where San Francisco's hipsters and artist 
types tend to settle when they've had enough of the

Bay Area’s small but packed rental market. 

On our first morning in town, after petting the 
chickens in our hostess’s backyard, we sat down to 
biscuits and thick, herby vegetarian gravy at Gravy 
(3957 N. Mississippi. 503-287-8800), a bright, col- 
orful, laid-back spot in the Northeast quadrant 
with tractor seats lining the counter. Then, plates 
clean, it was time to hit the junk shops. 

The Bay Area may have SCRAP, East Bay Depot 
for Creative Reuse, and a plethora of weekend yard 
sales, but Portland has the sprawling Rebuilding 
Center (3625 N. Mississippi. 503-331-1877, www 
.rebuildingcenter.org), where you can buy recycled 
house parts, such as a sturdy oak front door for 
your Craftsman-style bungalow. 

Lacking trunk space for a new front door, we 
headed to Store II (1004 N. Killingsworth. 503-285- 
0747. Saturdays only), queen of the junk shops. The 
upstairs houses the elegant antiques, the downstairs 
area is filled with knickknacks and miscellaneous 
treasures, and standing guard over the collection is 
longtime employee Mary Lynn Bolger, who pos- 
sesses a wealth of knowledge about antiques. 

I picked up a lovely set of dessert wine glasses 
for a buck, and then we moved on to Village Mer-

More of 
a straight-up thrift store, the small but packed 
Merchant contains an array of furniture, videos, 
cookware, and clothing in good condition. 

The next morning’s breakfast spot was my fa- 
vorite. Light-filled and airy, with a dark wood decor 
including drawers left over from the space’s pharma- 
cy days, Zell’s (1300 SE Morrison. 503-239-0196) is 
comforting like a Capra movie. As soon as you order 
coffee, the waiter sets down a plate of miniature 
scones and jam as if to say, “We know you have a 
sweet tooth. Don’t bother denying it.” I also loved 
my avocado, bacon, and tomato omelet with 
cilantro-lime sour cream — and my dining com- 
panion’s gorgonzola, thyme, and mushroom omelet. 

From Zell’s we moved on to AlexSandra’s 
(6726 N. Interstate. 503-735-4420, www.alexsan- 
dras.com), a vintage store owned by Bolger’s 28- 
year-old daughter, who learned as a child how to 
assess, pack up, and move an entire estate in one 
day. AlexSandra, who also sews and sells new 
clothes based on old patterns, loves objects that 
have survived a previous life —“There’s probably 
not an old thing that I don’t like.” However, she 
developed a particular fondness for old-fash- 
ioned ladies’ glamour while working alongside 
Bolger in Store II. Her tasteful, lilac-colored shop 
holds an amazing collection of hats, dresses, 
shoes, purses, and oodles of jewelry, organized 
into ladies’ parlor “vignettes.” 


“Lots of people in the neighborhood are starting 
to come into my shop for alterations and to get 
things repaired that normally they would have 
thrown away, which I can’t stand,” AlexSandra says. 
“Pretty much my whole function is recycling.” She 
says Portland locals are friendly to small and 
women-owned businesses and are likely to make a 
point of patronizing places that recycle in one way 
or another, as well as “unique endeavors” that offer 
a respite from the mall. I myself lucked out with a 
beautiful 1940s navy purse that demurely stands 
up by itself and hides a mirror inside. 

A weekend isn’t much, so while we made it to 
the renowned Powell’s City of Books (new and 
old), the gigantic apple of Northwest Portland’s 
literary eye, we missed out on an assortment of 
other bookstores, as well as a magazine shop on 


Hawthorne Street that sells complete collector sets, _ 


and Music Millennium, a music store locals rave 
about. And we had to save for another visit the 
lemon ricotta pancakes with blueberry sauce I'd 
heard about at Jam on Hawthorne, not to mention 
the top-notch diner fare at Cup and Saucer Café. 
Which means it’s about time to start planning my 
next bargain-hunting, stomach-stuffing holiday 
weekend in Portland. +

ecently a friend mounted a convincing defense of gourmet, a term | 
have long shunned and will continue to shun, notwithstanding her 
argument that it rightly refers to special-occasion food raised above 
the level of the mundane, however worthy, by unusual, rare, or expen- 
sive ingredients, more involved methods of preparation, and greater care and 
artfulness in presentation. All this | accept — while looking forward to her 
next effort along these lines — but | still prefer the word feast, which sounds 
a bit less plummy when spoken and, like its near relations festive and festival, 
derives from the Latin root festus — joy, to we latter-day Anglophones. 

In the Latin countries, festivals have long been joyous occasions, and also 
holy, and also about feasting — that is to say, about eating and thus about 
food, without which no human celebration is complete. Respect for the notion 
of the sacred — for life’s great and eternal mysteries, of meaning and death 
— is a practice, or obligation, we abandon at our peril, and the peril today is 
all too clear in the Old Testament rantings of primitivist fanatics who have 
turned the word to their own dark purposes. But even in such a wintry time, 
the connection of eating to happiness, celebration, attachment, and life’s 
basic dazzle persists. The most cheering stories from Iraq these days are, for 
me, not the chronicles of political maneuvering by vain, petty, and scheming 
faux parliamentarian stooges but the tales of people going out in the evening 
for hummus or grilling fish from the Tigris in the shade of the date palms. 
These are stories of eating, of normalcy, of hope. They tell us that people find 
ways to go on living, and enjoying, even in the most dire circumstances. 

Our own circumstances, though not 
without a nasty wrinkle or two, are about 
as far from dire as could be, and for this 
alone we should offer a little word of daily 
thanks — to God, the gods, the fates, 
luck — and then go out to eat, drink, be 
merry. Although no restaurant I'm aware 
of in San Francisco offers grilled river fish 
in a setting of date palms, at least one we 
note here comes close, and if something 
else appeals — even if just slamming a 
few at a neighborhood watering hole — 
there are thousands of other places to 
check out: a world of possibilities, some $$7-S12 
gourmet, each festive in its way. coe 1A: 820..,. 5

With food nirvana having finally been achieved in the Ferry Building and 
tourists stuck in globs there like flies on particularly tasty flypaper, it is 
tempting — indeed it is dangerously tempting — for city dwellers to dismiss _ 
the northeastern quadrant of town as a place no local need brave in search of 
an excellent dinner. Yet if your credit report is good, you can have unforget- 
table experiences here; many of this area’s restaurants are, after all, not only 
among the best in the city but in the country. Among them are Restaurant 
Gary Danko, which finds an unmatched holistic balance among food, ambi 
ence, and service, and the cheerfully roiling Boulevard, whose New American 
menus manage to be comfortable and eternally fresh. An added bonus in our 
age of failed oil wars is that practically every Muni line in town — and BART 


too — wends its way to these precincts eventually.

Restaurateurs have 
taken note of the large influx of monied persons, many of them young, and 
have shaped their offerings accordingly. You will find some of the lustiest 
food in town here, from fireworks Peruvian, at the unassuming and not-cost- 
ly Mochica, to first-rate New American, at the sparely elegant Town Hall. But 
one of the best treats in town is a few (uphill) steps away, on the middle of 
Potrero Hill’s north face; this would be Baraka, whose western- 
Mediterranean fusions of Spanish, French, and Moroccan influences will have 


you clapping your hands.

Polk Street alone is a food universe unto 
itself, rising from a sunny bottomland of pho shops near City Hall and passing 
organic cafés, Greek diners, and Thai spots on its way to a posh stretch on the west- 
ern shoulders of Russian Hill, where one finds La Folie in plenty of stylish, though 
low-key, company. If you’re a red-meat person, you're in the right place, for two of 
the city’s best-known steakhouses — Harris’ and Ruth’s Chris — can be found a few 
blocks from each other along busy Van Ness Avenue. The pair are pretty competitive 
on food and pricing — creamed spinach is ubiquitous, and servings of meat are 
large and typically cost in excess of $25 — but there are differences in tone, with, 
Ruth’s Chris being a little more hushed and intimate and Harris’ offering a bit more

If you're feeling a little more flush, you might pop into Zuni Cafe, in 
its slice-of-glass-pie building, which glows'softly at night like a lightbulb and still 
serves one of the best rustic Franco-Italian menus going. And if you're feeling 
really flush, step into Jardiniére. After eight years it remains one of the city’s 
superlative restaurants and is well worth the ton of money it will cost you to go 
there. Nearby Hayes Street is like some lovely boutique-and-café-strewn rue in 
Paris’s 15th arrondissement. Lovers of German cooking — and such people do 
exist — will find a haven at Suppenkiiche, where flavorful authenticity survives 
the trimming away of some superfluous fatty calories,

Yes, fog is not unheard of in the Sunset. Still, people go about their business, 
which occasionally involves visiting one of the neighborhood’s excellent restau- 
rant rows: along West Portal Avenue, Taraval Street, and around the confluence 
of Ninth Avenue and Irving Street. The first is very Main Street USA, the second 
easily toured by Muni’s L light-rail line, and the third heavily trafficked by the 
intelligent, impecunious students of UCSF, Some of the best Thai food in the city 
is to be found in the Sunset, from Maree Thai (whose two locations are conven- 
ient to the eastern half of the neighborhood) to Ladda’s Seaview Thai Cuisine, 
which also serves American favorites, has a low-rent view of the misty beach, and 
offers a reminder that the whole city has not yet been beautified, gentrified, pret- 
tified. And Nan King Road Bistro’s Hong Kong-style pan-Asian cooking reminds 
us why Hong Kong was, and remains, one of the world’s great food cities.
